Of course, what the new Mayor 
said about a Boulevard was Bun- 
combe,

Electricity Cost Cut Again. 


Oo January 1 the Edison Electric 
I}luminatidg Company put ioto effect 
another cut in the cost of electrioity for 
light and power, dropping from 12 
cents to 11 cents per unit. This is a 
reduction of 81-8 per cent.

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BURNED PAPER MONEY. 


Source of Great Profit to the Govern- 
ment and Banks. 

At the redemption windows of 
treasury and of the subtreasuries of 
the country any coin that) bas 
not been mutilated willfully and whieh 
sul is reeognizable as from the mints 
of the United States will be redeemed 
ut face value, this in spite of the 
fact that the silver in the worn coin 
nay not be worth half its face value 
As to gold coln, the government stands 
only a small portion of the loss from 
abrasion; but, according to weight, 
these worn gold coins always are re 
deemable. 

In the case of the paper currency 
two-fifths of a note must be presented 
if it shall be redeemed or a new note 
issued, and, no matter what the evi 
dence may be as to total destruction 
of this paper currency, the government 
regards it the holder's individual 
loss with which it is no further con 
eerned, Fire may melt $1,000 worth 
of silver coins and it is worth its meta! 
value. It may melt $1,000 in gold 
coins and the mint will pay $1,000 in 
hew twenty dollar gold pieces for the 
mass. But the ashes of $1,000 in pa 
per currency is without value. 

In the thousands of fires over the 
country every year involving office 
buildings, factories, business houses 
and family residences an untold total 
of legal tender notes of all kinds 
destroyed. Every piece of such paper 
lost is loss to the holder and gain to 
the government or to a national bank 
It is a promissory note hopelessly 
to the holder, It is even more, for in 
many cases av individual man might 
redeem his debt obligation if he were 
assured by the bolder of it that the 
piece of paper to whieh he had signed | 
lis name bad been destroyed by acei 
dept and by no ehanee could turn up 
again against him.—Chicago Tribune.

GUN COTTON. 


A Peculiar Characteristic of This Ter- 
rible Explosive. 

Many and odd are the uwaterials enu- 
tering Ipto the manufacture of moderp 
explosives, but perhaps the most inter- 
esting of all these elemeuts of destruc- 
tion as well as the simplest is gun cot- 
ton. The guu cetton manufacturing in- 
flustry ts large, us enormous quantities 
are used in the charging of torpedoes 
and for similar purposes, 

The base of gun cotton Is pure raw 
Cotton or even colton waste, such as is 
sed to clean inachinery. ‘This is steep- 
ed in a solution of ove part of nitric 
and three parts of sulphuric acid. It is 
the former ingredient that renders the 
mass explosive, the sulpburie acid be- 
ing used merely to absorb all moisture, 
thus permitting the nitric acid to com- 
bine tore readily with the cellulose of 
the cotton, 

After being sonked for several bours 
in solution described the cotton 
is between rollers to expel 
all nonabsorbed acid, a process carried 
to completion by washing the cotton ip 
clear water. This washing process is a 
long requiring machinery which 
reduces the cotton to a resem 
bling paper pulp. Should nonab- 
sorbed acid allowed it 
would decompose the cotton, 

If the explosive is to be used after 
the manner of powder it is still fur- 
ther pulverized and then thoroughly 
dried, but if intended for torpedoes it 
is pressed into cakes of various shapes 

disk shaped, cylindrical, flat 
and cubes. When uot com- 
pressed gun cotton is very light, as 
light as ordinary batting 

A peculiar chiaractovistic of this ter- 
rible explosive that a brick of it 
when wet may be placed on a bed of 
hot coals, und as the moisture dries out 
the cotton will fake and burn quietly 
If dry originally, however, the gun cot- 
ton will explode with terrible force at 
about $20 desrees of heat. 

lu general i the custom to ex- 
plode gun cotton by detonation or an 
intense shock instead of by beat, In a 
torpedo the explosive charge is wet, 
this wet cotton belng exploded by 
means of dry cotton in a tube, this 
having been fired by a cap of fulmi- 
nate of mereury, the cap itself having 
been fired by the impact of the torpedo 
against the target.—Larper'’s Weekly. 


UNDER THE OCEAN. 


Things That Happen at the Bottom 
of the Sea. 

Naturalists dispute as to the quantity 
of light at the bottom of the sea, Ani 
mals from below 700 fathoms either 
have no eyes or faint indications of 
them, or else thelr eyes are very large 
and protruding 

Another strange thing is that if the 
creatures in the lower depths have any 
color it orange or red or reddish 
orange, Sea anemones, corals, shrimps 
and crabs have this brilllant color 
Sometimes It pure red or scarlet, 
and in many specimens it tneclines to 
ward purple. Not a green or blue fish 
is found 

The orange red is the tish’s protec- 
tion, for the bluish green light in the 
bottom of the ocean makes the orange 
or the red fish appear of a neutral Unt 
and hides it from its enemies, Many 
animals are black, others neutral in 
color, Some tish are provided with 
boring tills, so that they eau burrow 
in the mud 

Vhe surface of the subtmaripe moun 
tuin ip covered with shells, ike an or 
dinary seabeuch, showing that it Is the 
feasting place of vast shouls of car 
hivorous nulials 

A codtsh takes a whole oyster tuto 
Its mouth, cracks the shell, diyests the 
meat and ejects the shell, Crabs crack 
the shells and suck out the meat, This 
accounts for whole mounds of shells 
that are often found

eye, The minutes pass, Is there mo- 
tion or is there not?

The Aurohuacos of Colombia Worship 
the Yellow Metal. 

Infesting the snow clad slopes of 
sup kissed Ahorqueta, “the Sentinel,” 
one of the highest peuks ip the Sierras 
de San Marta, in northern Colombia, 
is one of the strangest tribes of In 
dians kuown to ethnologists—the Au- 
rohuacos, ‘Their name means “bidden 
wold,” or “gold hiders,” and that Is 
just what they are. ‘They worship 
the yellow metal, dividing their devo- 
tions between gold und the sun, 

The Aurohuaco will do anything for 
wold. Murder is nothing if it gains 
him the tiniest bit of gold. He works 
for any kind of money. When he gets 
enough silver or copper or paper mon- 
ey he changes it for gold and then 
hurries with it to his mountain fast- 
nesses, there to hide It, and come back 
for more, Why he wants it is impos- 
sible to say, No Aurohuaco ever was 
known to part elther with gold dust 
or gold coin, 

Ilis nelglbors, the Talemancas, are 
wholly different, They regard gold or 
emeralds, also found in Colombia, as 
sluiply a medium of exchange for whis- 
ky or aguadiente, Che Talemanca Is 
superstitious to au absurd degree and 
wears a wild turkey’s foot on a neck- 
lace a tilismian against sickuess 
and bad luck, tle worships Ure as the 
clonusing und redeeming god.

CARAVAN BREADMAKING. 


Afghans Use Cobblestones, Whilo Tur- 
comans Like Sand. 

The bread of the Afghan caravan 
was cooked by heating small round 
cobbiestones In the fire and then pok 
ing them out and wrapping dough an 
inch thick about them, The balls thus 
formed were again thrown into the 
fire, to be poked out again when cook- 
ed, The bread tasted well there in the 
desert, although tn civilized communi- 
tles the grit and ashes would have 
seemed unendurable 

After good fellowship had been es 
tablished the Afghans actually sold us 
sone flour, says a writer in the Na 
Honal Geographical Magazine, . The 
ciump where we used it a little later 
happened to be beside the sandy bed 
of a trickling salt stream, which was 
drinkable in winter, but absolutely un 
usable in summer, when evaporation 
is at its helght and the salt is concen- 
trated, 

“See,” sald one of our ‘Turcomans 
as we dismounted; “here is some sand 
Tonight we can have some good 
bread.” 

When some dry twigs had been gath- 
ered he proceeded to smooth off a bit 
of the cleanest sand and bullt upon itt 
a hot fire. When the sand was thor- 
oughly hot he raked off most of the 
coals and smoothed the sand very neat- 
ly. Meanwhile one of the other men 
had made two large sheets of dough 
about three-quarters of an inch thick 
and elghteen inches in diameter, Be 
tween these he placed a layer of lumps 
of sheep's tall fat, making a huge 
round sandwich. This was now spread 
on the bot sand, coals mixed with sand 
were placed completely over it, and it 
was left to bake. Now and then an 
edge was uncovered, and a Turcoman 
smelled {t appreciatively and rapped 
on it to see if it was yet cooked, 
When the top was thoroughly baked 
the bread was turned over and covered 
up again, It tasted even better than 
the Afghan bread after it was cooled 
a Httle and the sand and ushes had 
been whisked off with a girdle. The 
Turcomans are so accustomed to life 
in the sandy desert that they think it 
impossible to make the best kind of 
bread without sand, while the Af 
ghans, who live in the stony moun 
tains, think that cobblestones are a 
requisite, 


THE ZANZIBARIS.

LAW OF GRAVITY VIOLATED. 


Conditions Under Which Water Ac- 
tually Flows Upward. 

“Water seeks its level” is an ex- 
pression heard so frequently as to be 
almost trite, and yet the law has its 
exceptions. There are conditions un 
der which water actually flows up 
ward and rises above its source. If a 
glass tube be dipped into water the 
column inside will be above the level 
of the surrounding surface. Moreover. 
if a tube of half the diameter be sub 
stituted the column doubles its height 
The water creeps along the inside of 
the tube, owing to the adhesion, and 
forms a cup shaped depression at the 
top. 

An explanation is not difficult. It 
ean be proved mathematically that if 
the diameter of a circle be diminished 
one-half the circumference is also re 
duced to that extent, while the area is 
one-fourth of its former value. The 
circumference of the column of water 
being reduced one-half, its contact 
with the glass, and hence the adhesive 
force, is also diminished to that extent, 
While the cross section, and hence the 
weight, is decreased to a fourth of 
what it was before. Therefore the sec 
ond column can be twice the neight of 
the first without exceeding the lifting 
power, 

Remarkable as the underlying prin- 
ciples of this phenomenon undoubtedly 
fare, nature made use of them long be 
fore man made their discovery. Every 
tree and flower adds its’ testimony 
The core of a tree or plant, instead of 
being a single channel, 
of a spongelike substance containing 
many miniature tunnels, through 
which the sap and moisture collected 
by the roots flow upward in small riy 
ulets, rising higher and higher ifn 
sheer defiance of the great law of 
gravity.—St. Louis Republic.

SLOW DEATH. 


Disease Usually Takes a Long Time to 
Kill, Says a Scientist. 

Few indeed are the men and wom- 
en of full age, say twenty-live, who 
have not yet contracted the malady 
that will kill them, according to that 
distinguished scientist and physiciau 
Dr. Felix Regnault. Normally, as cou 
temporary investigators are beginning 
to find out, it takes twenty years for 
a fatal malady to kill a patient. It 
may take thirty years, he popular 
impression is that a man may die sud- 
denly or that he may require only a 
year to die in or six mouths. ‘lo be 
sure, @ man may be killed or a child 
may die in a few months at the age 
of one year, But, ordinarily speaking, 
all deaths are very slow, indeed, and 
about 95 per cent of civilized adults 
are pow stricken with fatal diseases 
They do not kuow it, Whey may not 
suffer fromthem, Inu due time they will 
have their cases diagnosed as cancer 
or tuberculosis or diabetes, or what 
not, But so inveterate are current 
misconceptions of the nature of death 
that the origin of the fatal malady- 
in time—will be miscalculated by from 
ten to thirty years. 

In the case of human bejpgs death, 
barring accident, js nearly always 
caused by some specific malady, ‘lbis 
malady js as likely as not to be cured 

what Is culled cured, Whe cure, how- 
ever, bo mutter how skillful the treat. 
ment or bow slight the disease, hus 
left a weakuess behind it in some 
particular organ of the body. One of 
the organs is, [f pot prematurely worn 
out, at least so worp (hat its resisting 
powers are greatly diminished, AJ) of 
us iu this way when we bave reached 
4 certalu age possess an organ that is 
much older than the rest of the 
physique. One day we shall dje be- 
cause of this organ, Bveu if we live 
to be very old, Indeed, we shall not 
die of old age, but of wenkuess of the 
Jungs or of the kidneys or of the liver 
or of the brain.—Current Literanire

the sum of $25,000.

CAUTION IN THE MINT. 


They Almost Strain the Air to Savu 
Particles of Gold. 

It has been aptly said that uo miser 
guards his treasure more religiously 
than Uncle Sam watches over the pre- 
cious metals that pass through bis 
mints. ‘Then, too, the precautions 
against waste are almost innumerable, 

Every evening in each of the mints 
of the United States the doors of the 
melting rooms are swept cleaner thau 
a New KEnugland housewife’s kitchen, 
The dust is carefully put aside, and 
about once in two months the soot 
scraped from every flue is transferred 
to the same precious dust heap. This 
Is then burned, and from its ashes the 
government derives no inconsiderable 
Income The earthenware crucibles 
used in melting are employed no more 
than three times, They are crushed 
beneath heavy rollers, and in their 
porous sides are found flakes of the 
precious metal. 

In the melting room when the cust- 
ers raise their ladles from the melting 
pots a shower of sparks fly from the 
molten surface of the metal. For the 
most part they are bits of Incundes: 
cent carbon, but clinging to the car- 
bon is often a minute particle of met- 
al. Lest such particles should escape, 
the ashes and clinkers below the fur- 
naces are gathered up at night. ‘his 
debris is ground into powder by meany 
of a steam crusher and then is sold ta 
a smelter, like ordinary ore, at a price 
warranted by the assayer. 

The ladles that stir the precious met- 
al, the big iron rods, the strainers and 
the dippers, all are tested in a most 
curious fashion. After considerable 
use they become covered with a thin 
layer of oxidized silver, closely resem- 
bling a brown rust. The implements 
are then Jaid in baths of a solution of 
sulphuric acid, which eats away the 
fron and steel and leaves the silver 
untouched, 

Gradually the ladle, or whatever the 
implement is, will disappear, and in 
its place remains a hollow silver coun- 
terpart of the original, delicate as 
spung glass. These fragile casts repro- 
duce the ladle with perfect accuracy 
in all its details, although their sur- 
faces are perforated with innumerable 
little holes. Scarcely have they been 
molded, however, before they ure cast 
into a crucible to become in time dol- 
lars, quarters and dimes. 

In one corner of the melting room 
there is a large tank into which uew- 
ly cast silver bars are dropped and 
left to cool. Infinitesimal flakes of sil- 
ver scale off and rise to the surface of 
the water, which acquires the metallic 
luster of a stagnant pool. Here Its 
silver that must not be lost, so be- 
neath the pipe through which the tank 
is emptied is banked a thick liye 
of mud. As the water filters through 
it the mud retains the precious resi 
duum, Four times a year this mud 
is removed, and each experiment dis- 
closes the fact that some $50 has been 
saved.—Baltimore American,

Law and the Queen. 

The quaintness of muny provisions 
of British law is curiously illustrated 
in the status of the queen of England, 
So far as her majesty’s private bust- 
ness is concerned, she Is not regarded 
by the laws and customs of England 
asa married woman at all, She is the 
only woman in Great Britain who does 
not come within the scope of the mar 
ried woman's property act. The idea 
in all this is that affairs of state con 
sume all the time of the king, and 
therefore no responsibility for the 
queen’s private business rests upol 
him.

This ancient mendicant cus- 
tom gradually gave plaice to the pres 
ent one of making the garments from 
it new cloth of a bright canary yellow, 
provided by joint contributions of 
king, princes, nobles and commoners.

The priestly garments, folded 
iu bundles, are carried to the dcor of 
the temple to await the appearance of 
his majesty and his suit, The king 
on arriving takes a priestly robe and 
places it on a decorated altar, The 
clief priest then lays his hands on the 
garment and chants an acknowledg-

On the London Stock Exchange an- 
other method prevails whieh, says 
Moody's Magazine, it Is probable has 
flone more in the long ago past to give 
stock speculation its bad name than 
ill the episodes of an unsavory nature 
which have ever occurred on Ameri 
can exchanges. In London after the 
inevitable introduction to a broker the 
hew customer gives his order, but 
makes no deposit at all, 

The broker supposed to learn 
something of his new client's means 
and bow far he should be allowed to 
commit himself. Twice a month the 
Wnglish have what they call their set- 
Uement days. A customer long of a 
stock whose commitment has gone 
somewhat against him is then required 
to pay the differences, as they are 
called, between his purchase price and 
the current quotation, 

He must elso pay a charge called a 
contango for holding the settlement 
over into the next fortnightly period 
If he does not wish to close the com. 
mitinént, As a consequence of this 
way of doing business a speculator 
miy be trading on a few points mar- 
gin in reality or, in fact, on no margin 
at all. He may be utterly penniless 
without the broker knowing ft. 

That this method works out with 
fewer losses in England than it would 
do here is due to the fact that the 
social and economic strata to which an 
Englishman belongs are much easier 
to determine than the corresponding 
facts among us, and also that an intro- 
duction means more there than here, 
as the introducer is regarded as to a 
certain extent responsible morally for 
the business deportment of his friend. 

It is worth while observing (and chis 
is the exception referred to above) 
that in certain instances the methods 
pursued in American stock exchange 
houses are the same as those obtaining 
in London. Little as the fact is known, 
{t is not an unfrequent custom for very 
wealthy speculators to have no fixed 
murgin or even no margin at all with 
their brokers, 

If a man of this sort loses on a coin- 
mitment he sends his broker a check 
for the loss. Jf he wins his brokers 
remit to him for his gains, ‘lhe bro- 
ker dislikes to offend a very powerful 
client by troubling him for funds, and 
hence takes risks with his account 
which he would not dream of taking 
with the account of smaller men. In- 
stances of this sort sometimes become 
public in cases where the broker is 
forced into bankruptey, whether owing 
to this cause er not.

The Opal. 

In judging an opal color is of the 
greatest importance. Red fire or red 
in combination with yellow, blue and 
green is the best. Blue by itself 
{s quite valueless, and the green opal 
{s not of great value unless the color 
is very vivid and the pattern very 
good. The color must he true—that is 
to say, it must not run in streaks or 
patches, alternating with a colorless 
or inferior quality. Pattern is an im- 
portant factor, the several varieties 
being known as “pin tire’ when the 
grain is very small, “barlequin” when 
the color is in small squares, the more 
regular the better, and the “flash tire,” 
or “flash opal,” when the color shows 
as a single flash or in very large pat- 
tern. Harlequin is the most common 
and {s also popularly considered the 
most beautiful. When the squares of 
color are regular and show as dis- 
tinct minute checks of red, yellow, 
blue and green it is considered mag 
uificent. Some stones show better ou 
edge than on top.—Exchange.

A Fish That Gives Paint. 

The well known brown pigment call- 
ed sepia is obtained from a ten armed 
octopus found principally ip the Med- 
iterranwan and more especially at the 
head of the Adriatic sea, where it is 
caught by the natives for food, 

The sepia is contained in a bag and 
is really the black fluid of which we 
have all read as being discharged by 
the creature to cover its escape. Some 
naturalists say that the fluid is brown- 
Ish, which becomes more credible when 
we know that this is the source of 
sbepla. The pigment is really a powder 
whick dissolves in water. Its strength 
may be estimated by the fact that it 
will color 1,000 times its own bulk. 
When the octopus has been killed the 
fack or bag is removed and dried to 
prevent putrefaction. The sepia is 
treated with ammonia or caustic soda, 
washed and deied It is one of the 
most durable of paints, except when 
fully exposed to the flerce rays of the 
bun, and an even surface can be ob 


tained with it more easily than with 
most paluts. Sepla bas been obtained 
from a fossil cuttletish thousands of 


years old and found to be quite good 
for paint,

A FRDERAL INCOME 
TAX. 

Last Monday we received a copy 
of the speech Col. Albert Clarke 
of Boston, Secretary, for many 
years, of the Home Market Club, 
delivered before the Economic 
Club of New Haven, Jan, 7, 1910 
on “Why the Constitution should 
not be Changed,” which we find, 
on careful perusal, to contain con- 
clusive arguments and reasons 
why the present proposition to 
change the Constitutica in such a 
manner as to confer on Congress 
the right and power to pass a lw 
imposing a Federal Income Tax 
on the people should net prevail. 
Secretary Clarke, who is one of 
the ablest and clearest headed 
writers on Economics in this coun- 
try, while not opposed to the 
State imposing such a Tax, is 
hostile to the proposed amend- 
ment of the Federal Constitution 
to give that right to the General 
Government. In the speech men- 
tioned above he shows very clearly 
why the contemplated change 
ought not to be made. In sup- 
port of his contention he quotes 
the following from a late decision 
by Chief Justice Fuller of the 
United States Supreme Court : 

“Cannot Congress, if the neces- 
sity exists of raising thirty, forty 
or any other number of millions 
dollars for the support of the gov- 
ernment in addition to the revenue 
from duties, imposts and excises, 
apportion the quota of each State 
upon the basis of the census, and 
thus advise it of the payment 
which must be made, and proceed 
to assess that amount on all the 
real and personal property or the 
income of all persons in the State, 
and collect the same if the State 
does not in the meantime assume 
and pay its quota and collect the 
amount according to its own sys-

BEANS IN BOSTON, 


Millions of Quarts That Are An- 
nually Baked and Eaten. 
Boston baked beans are known 

around the globe. Ip the eity of Bos- 

ton about 82,000,000 quarts of 
baked beans are devoured annually, te 
say nothing of the pork that goes with 
them and the brown brend that is also 
served, There are factories or baker 
jos which handle nothing but baked 
beans from one year's end to the other, 

One of the largest of these, which sup 

piles restaurants wholly, bakes 14,000 

quarts of beans a week, Other baker- 

fes also furnish brown bread, while 
nearly every bakeshop that makes 
bread, pastry and piles also” bakes 
beans several times a week, There 
are bakeries with ovens that will hold 

2,000 quarts eaeh 
The preparation and baking of beans 

are interesting operations, In estab. 

lishments where beans only are baked 
it Is done on a huge seale, There are 
great kettles that hold two or three 
bushels of beans, and into these the 
beans are put to soak and parboil, 
Then the pots of earthenware, varying 
in size from one quart to two gallons, 
are ranged around on tables and filled 
from the big kettles, Every quart of 
beans is carefully pleked over and 
sorted and cleaned of all dirt and dead 
beans before being put into the kettles. 

The ovens are huge brick affairs, glow 

Ing ved with heat. Hxperts consider 

that beans cannot be properly cooked 

except In a brick oven, Some of the 
ovens hold 2,000 quarts each, Filled 

With the londed pots, they present a 

sight worth beholding, So hot are the 

ovens that long handled flat shovels 
are used to push the pots in and take 
them out.—New York Tribune, 


ASBESTUS. 


There Aro Many Varieties of This Pe- 
culiar, Puzzling Substance. 

Of all the queer minerals which na- 
ture seems to have provided for no 
other purpose than that man might 
show his ingenuity In their use noth 
ing compares to that mineralogical 
vegetable asbestus, which in its mutive 
state is both fibrous and crystalline, 
elastic and yet brittle, a stone which 
Will flont and which may be carded, 
spun and woven like flax or silk, 
is mined in practically every 
section of the globe, and the asbestus 
of the various Countries differs 
greatly in appearance as does the foli- 
age of the trees and plants native to 
each, It is alike in but one feature— 
that it is absolutely indestructible, no 
known combinations of acids even af- 
fecting the strength or appearance of 
its fiber and the fiercest tlames leavy- 
ing it unscathed, It is a nonconductor 
of heat and of electricity, 

Some varicties of asbestus are as 
compact as marble and will take the 
highest polish; others have loose, silky 
fibers, “Mountain wood” Is a variety 
presenting an irregular filamentous 
structure, Ike wood, and other vari- 
taking their names from their 
resemblance to the various muteriais, 
are rock, cork, mountain leather, fossil 
paper and fossil flax, 

Asbestus is renlly a variety of .am- 
plibole or hornblende, composed of 
separable filaments with silky luster. 
Its colors are various shades of white, 
gray or green, passing into brown, red 
or black, Although as perlshable as 
grass, {it is older than any order of 
animal or vegetable life on earth,

Movement of icebergs. 

In the ivestigation of the current 
round of Newfoundland it

THE QUICKEST WAY. 
How One Might Travel 190 Miles Ir 
About Ten Minutes. 

It is estimated that if all mechanics) 
difficulties could be removed and sutli 
clent power developed the minimun 
time in which passengers could be 
transported over the eighty-five miles 
from New York to Philadelphia would 
be six minutes and forty-four seconds 
and for the 190 miles from Boston to 
New York ten minutes and four sec- 
onds. A correspondent of the Scien- 
tific American wha has been working 
on the problem says that the trains 
would have to be run in a yacuum to 
prevent their being heated to incan- 
descence by the resistance of the air. 
They would have to be held in sus- 
pension in the vacuum tube through 
which they traveled, for the slightest 
contact with the sides of the tube 
would result in enormous friction. 
The cars might be held in suspension 
by the propulsion of opposing magnets 
on the cars and on the tubes respec- 
tively. When thus fsolated they could 
be propelled only by the power of 
magnetism. The energy consumed in 
propelling the cars would be compara- 

tively low. 

To avold shock or jar the trains 
would travel faster and faster until 
one-half of the distance should be cov- 
ered and then slow down until the 
destination should be reached. When 
the rate of acceleration Is just such as 
can be borne with comfort the limit 
Is attained. The effect on the passen 
gers would be a continuous pressure 
against the back of the seat, as when a 
car is started suddenly, for the first 
half of the journey, and then in order 
to prevent them from pitching out of 
their seats the chairs would be turned 
in the opposite direction for the rest 
of the journey, during which the same 
sensation would be felt. 

At the speed named the passengers 
would be traveling for each half of 
the distance one-third as fast as they 
could fall through the same space un- 
der the attraction of gravity.

In 1868 I 
the Army of the Potomac. 
hever made a good soldier, 
fond of an irregular life. I could never 
be disciplined. When the command 
was asleep | would be off on some ad- 
venture, There was a southern girl 
south of us, her home being most of 
the time within the southern lines, 
who captivated my youthful fancy, and 
I was constantly absent without leave 
visiting her. 

On one occasion I would surely have 
been captured }y some Confederates 
who called at the house had she not 
put me upstairs In one of the bedrooms, 
There I found some citizen's clothing 
and, putting it on, went down and 
mingled with the soldiers. 

I gained some very important infor 
mation from them about the enemy's 
movements, for I passed myself off for 
a redhot Confederate.

“There,” he said, “do what you like 
with that. But don’t get caught with 
it on you in the enemy’s lines or it will 
hang you.” 

I took the paper, put it in the lining 
of my hat and, with a godspeed from 
my commander, rode away into the 
darkness. 

The first thing for me to do was to 
get citizen's clothes. I could do this 
and see my girl again at the same 
time. So I rode straight to the house 
where she lived with her mother, a 
widow, and a family of younger chil- 
dren. I awakened the household and 
told the girl that I wanted the eloth- 
ing I had found upstairs and which 
she had told me belonged to a brother 
of her mother’s who lived with them, 
but who was now in General Jackson's 
army. Both mother and daughter were 
rebels and wouldn't have given me the 
clothes had I not told them a cock and 
bull story about Confederates being 
after me.

I was so fearful of being 
accused of desertion on my return that 
I] kept the general's order concealed 
under the thin leather strip inside and 
over the sole of my boot, but as soon 
as I was suspected I hid it under a 
stone, marking the spot carefully, 

I found myself marching with the 
very force I had come to spy upon 
ugainst the very general who had sent 


me. There was a series of battles, 
with much slaughter on both sides, I 
watched for a favorable opportunity 
to regain my own comrades, but none 
occurred, The truth is my captain 
was watching me. At last the whole 
brigade to which 1 belonged was sur- 
rounded and captured, 

I realized that i was in a precarious 
situation. All depended upon my com- 
municating with the general who bad 
sent me on my mission, What was 
my horror to learn that he had been 
killed in one of the recent battles, 

All now depended on my not being

recognized, but this hope failed me, 
for an enlisted man who knew me

Whenpver 1 hear people talking 
about “justice” and the dilfliculty of 
punishing crime on account of too 
much sentimentalism it makes me 
shudder, I was to be shot for serv. 
Ing my country only too well, And 
now at the end of half a century i 
look back with reverence to two peo- 
ple (one of whom was instrumental in 
saving me and the other saved me) as 
representatives of that class who would 
govern by kindliness and mercy rather 
than on principle. These two were 
my mother and President Lincoln, 
himself a martyr struck down by one 
who madly looked upon him as a 
tyrant. 

Upon inquiry I learned that Presi- 
dent Lineoln alone possessed the par- 
doning power, but that the generals 
who wished to maintain discipline in 
the army were doing all they could to 
prevent his exercising this prerogative 
in the cases of deserters. So L did not 


think it worth while to make an up- 
plication. I wrote my mother of my 
situation, assuring her of my inno- 


cence, but telling her that I bad little 
hope that I would escape a disgrace- 
ful death. 

The poor old lady was advised by 
friends of President Lincoln's kind 
heart, and she left her quiet home to 
go to Washington to try to force her 
way, as she was told she would hive 
to do, through officials and doorkeep- 
ers, With the hope that she might se- 


cure justice—real justice—from the 
head of the nation. 
When she reached the capital she 


knew not what to do, so she followed 
a simple method that suggested itself 
to her. She wrote the president that 
she had come to Washington to 
him to see justice done to her soldier 
son, that his life might be spared for 
his country and for her. In a jomely 
Way she wrote the story, embodying 
the main points that I have given and 
asking that my execution might be de- 
ferred till I could secure the hidden 
order. When she had tinished her let- 
ter, not doubting in her innocence that 
she would be accorded an interview 
with the president, she mailed ir. 
Within forty-eight hours a note came 
from one of the president's private 
secretaries stating that Mr. Lincoln 
would see her the next day at 12 noon, 
Alternating between hope and despair, 
she went to the White House at the 
appointed hour. When she was ush- 
ered into the president's private room 
he was sitting at a desk, while his 
two little boys were climbing all over 
him. My mother said afterward that 
they reminded ber of the Lilliputians 
climbing over Gulliver Mr. Lincoln 
rose—-he was so tall that she thought 
he would never cease rising—and, tak- 
ing her by the hand, led ber to a seat.

On being returned to duty I applied 
to my captain for permission to go on 
a hunt for my evidence. He told me 
to put my request in writing and he 
would forward it. I did so, and my pe- 
tition came back with the coveted per- 
mission indorsed on it.  Disguising 
myself, I again risked my life by going 
tmong Confederates and made straight 


for the stone under which I had hid- 
den my paper. I found it, though 
dampened and blurred, still legible. 


Then I made my way safely back to 
camp. 

From having been considered a de- 
serter I was suddenly elevated to the 
position of a very daring fellow. | sent 
my order to President Lincoln and re- 
celved a reply in his own handwriting.

champion, 

But it is not with the public alone 
that be is at war. On all other cab- 
men whose path he crosses, on omni- 
bus drivers, metorcar men, bicyclists, 


| private coachmen, costermongers with 


barrows and (sotto voce) the police he 
heaps deadly insults, the least outra- 
geous of which are “Ours!” (‘Bear!'’) 
and “Fourneau!” (“Oven!"), the latter 
containing a subtle double meaning, 


intelligible only to those who have 
Paris “argot” or slang st their finger 


ends and too long to explain. 

The cabman’s wild career through 
the streets, the constant wavering and 
slashing of his pitiless whip, bis mad- 
cap hurtiements and collisions, the 
frenzied gesticulations which he ex- 
changes with his “fare,” the panie 
stricken flight of the agonized women 
whose lives he has endangered, the 
ugly rushes which the public occasion- 
ally makes at him with a view to 
lynching him, the sprawllngs and fall- 
ings of his maddened, hysterical, stary- 


| ing horse, contribute as much as any- 
followed by 


thing to the spasmodic intensity, the 
electric blue fire diablerie, which are 
characteristic of the general move- 
ment of Paris. 

All that can be said in mitigation of 
the Paris cabman’s method is that 
“he bas them in the blood.” Every 
Parisian (aud the cabman is no excep- 
tion) has the soul of a dictator and 
the spirit of an artist. To exercise au- 
tocratic power and, failing this, to en- 
joy the maximum of personal freedom 
from all restraint, moral or social, is 
the goal at which he is ever aiming, 
openly or secretly.

— 
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WATER AND WOODS. 


In an address delivered by Gov. 
Curtis Guild, Jr., before a great 
meeting of the Massachusetts 
State Federation of Womans Clubs 
held in Boston last week, which, 
by the way, the 1,000 fair and 
cultured women present said was 
a very able and entertaining one, 
he spoke these words about the 
influence of forests on the water- 
courses that flow through them ; 

‘‘Whether forests do or do not 
act as a magnet to attract water, 
they unquestionably act aa a 
sponge to reserve and distribute 
water.” 

Now, that hasn’t been proved ; 
but it is. as true as scientific in- 
vestigation has been able to dem- 
onstrate it that forests have no 
appreciable effect on water sup- 
ply. 

But tnere are two sides to this 
question ; at least, it is so treated. 
The old lumbermen of Maine tell 
us the great rivers of that State 
are today as wide, deep, flow as 
swiftly, and bear as heavy bur- 
dens, as they did 75 years ago, be- 
fore the forests bordering them 
were cut off. They, also, tell us, 
that freshets are no more frequent 
or heavy now than they were 
then. 

But trees draw water—what 
becomes of it? A thrifty oak, 16 
inches in diameter a foot above 
the ground, during its 5 months 
of leafage, each year, draws from 


the earth and discharges into 
space 123 tons of water. Multi- 


ply that one tree by a forest: and 
still the stream flows on undimin- 
ished ! 

Some time ago the German 
government appointed a Commis- 
sion of scientific men to study 
and thoroughly investigate the 
effect of forests on the brooks, 
streams rnd rivers of that country. 
The Commission gave 4 years of 
continuous work and study to the 
subject, and reported late'y that 
forests have no perceptible effect 
on the waters that flow through or 
near them. 

From all of which we conclude 
that considerable ignorant and 
unprofitable talk respecting the 
subject of forest ‘‘conservation” is 
indulged in by people in and out 
of Congress. 


A CONVERTED MAN. 


It is seldoin the case that a 
member of the National House of 
Representatives outranks a Sena- 
tor, but Hon. Samuel W. McCall, 
who represents this, the 8th 
Massachusetts, District in Con- 
gress, and has done so many years 
to his own, and the honor of his 
constituants, has that distinction. 
As Vice Chairman of the Ballinger 
Investigating Committee he is 
second only in rank to Chairman 
Nelson, and in the event of the 
latter’s absence or illness he will 
preside over the investigators. 

Evidently Congressman McCall 
is a changed man, _ politically. 
Not long ago he was regarded as 
the most independent and cross- 
grained member of the House; 
but today he is as regular as 
Henry Sherman Boutel, a native of 
Massachusetts, but distinguished 
by reason of faultless dress and 
his loyalty to Speaker Cannon in 
any and all circumstances.

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Obituary, 


Crariit A. Jones, the subject of this 
obituary notice war born in Waahing- 
ton, N. H., on Sept. 9, 1847, and 
passed away at his home, 11 Warren 
avenue, at 5 o’clock, Thursday after- 
noon, Feb. 8, 1910. He had been a 
resident of Woburn 48 years, and 
since arriving at manhood one of ite 
moat active, useful, and highly reapected 
citizens, 

The death of no resident of this city 
would be felt more keenly, or widely 
and sincerely lamented. He was an 
upright man, square in business, and 
helpful to the needy. 

As well as in Woburn, Mr. Jonea, 
whose death was a serious shock to the 
community, will be missed, and his 
passing regretted, by many prominent 
residents of Boston, where he was con- 
nected with important business inter 
eats, and elsewhere in the State, He 
enjoyed the confidence and esteem of 
everyone who knew him personally 
and the good he coustantly did among 
his fellowmen, and deeerved jt. In 
his death the Woburn Five Cents 
Savings Bank, of @hich he had been 
President several yearé, lost an able 
aod faithful officer, 

In 1887 he entered the employ ol 
Lemuel A. Cooledge, grocer, at Kinga- 
ton and Beach atreeta, Boston. He 
was also employed with several con- 
cerns in Boston, 

In 1878 he was appointed to a posi- 
tion in the Woburn Five Cents Savings 
Isauk, subsequently filling ,all positions 
from Assistant Treasurer to President. 

He was a Director of the old Firet 
National Bank of Woburn. He was 
widely known in financial circles out- 
side of Woburn, being a Director of 
the Puritan ‘Trust Company, Boston, a 
member of its Executive Board, and 
in 1907 ite acting President, 

He was one of the Trustees and 
Chairman of the Finance Committee 
of the Newton Theological Institution, 
4 Trust:e and member of the Financia! 
Board of Colby College, Waterville, 
Muine. 

In Woburn Mr. Jones had been Se! 
lectman, Assessor, School Committee- 
mao and Overseer of Poor, and as City 
Auditor for several terms he inetituted 
a system of municipal accounts th@g is 
conceded to be a model. 

At one time he was eonnected with 
the Woburn Gaslight Company. For 
2 years he was Treasurer, for 25 
years clerk and for 16 years deacon of 
the First Baptist church. In 1890 he 
served in the Legislature and was a 
member of the House Committee ov 
Banks and Banking. 

Mr. Jones was a member of the New 
Hampshire Natives Club of Boston, a 
tember and at various times an officer 
of the Baptist Social Uvion of Bostoo 
He was a member of Mt. Horeb Lodge 
Woburn Royal Arch ‘Chapter, A. F. 
and A. M., and Boston Commandery, 
kK. T. 

He married Miss Emily Eaton Tidd 
Aug. 8, 1870. She, with a soo, 
Arthur, a student at Harvard, and a 
sister, Miss Kate Jones of Grantham, 
N. H , survive him. 

The funeral was held at the Jones 
residence, No. 11 Warnpn avenue, on 
Sunday afternoon, Feb. 6, 1910, the 
attendance at which, by friends, busr- 
ness associates and acquaintinces ip 
Woburn, Boston, Newton and else 
where, beiug so large that it was found 
diffleult to receive all of .the people. 
Heory B Williams, D. D .~ Pastor ol 
the First Baptist church of Woburn, of 
which the deceased was a Deucou for 
many years, conducted the, religious 
services. The Lotus Quartet of Bos- 
ton sang sweetly ** The Lord’s Prayer,”

The pompous first personal pronoun 
is avoided whenever it is possible in 
speaking Japanese. If it must be used 
it is introduced casually, but generally 
the abstract noun “selfishness” serves 
in fts stend For example, a Japanese 
would not say “LT don't drink wine,” 
but “Wine don't drink,” or, if this Is 
not clear enough, “Selfishness wine 
don't drink.” Reference to one's own 
possessions must be depreciatory, Thus 
if a man wishes to point out his own 
residence he says, “That miserable 
house,” ‘whith, of course, could refer 
to no other than his own, On the oth- 
er hand, “That beautiful house” would 
easily identify the-honse as belonging to 
some one else 

Moreover, an. one to 
learn Japanese must to 
learn two languages, the written and 
the spoken, The one differs so ma- 
terlally from the other that If a Japa- 
nese Is reading a book or newspaper 
and wishes to do so aloud it becomes 
necessary for him to translate the 
written words into the colloquial. To 
be able to rend any of the bigher class 
Japanese newspapers, Mr. Holland 
says, it is necessary to master at least 
from 2,500 to 3,000 ideographs,

He Held on to His Knife. 

On the afternoon of June 1, 1872, 
an old painter named William MecCul 
lough while painting the bridge above 
the falls between the first and second 
Rister islands fell Into the rapids. In- 
suintly be was swept furiously toward 
the cxutaract, but whirled into lesser 
waves, so that he struck against and 
seized a rock not far above the brink.

He nimed far up stream to 
allow for the power of the current and 
at last with great difficulty reached the 
unfortunate painter and bound him to 
himself with the rope. They were 
swept off their feet several times on 
the way back to shore, but the rope 
had been firmly fastened, and they 
finally landéds safely. When they 
reached sbore<it Was found that Me 
Cullough still clutched his putty knife 
firmly in his hand, having beld it dur- 
ing the three hours he had been on the 
brink of the falls, 


Dublin Bootblacks, 1780. 

Among the populace of Dublin in 
1780 the shoeblacks were a numerous 
aud formidable,body. The polish they 
used was Jamphlack and eggs, for 
which they putchased all that were rot- 
ten in the markets. ‘Their implements 
consisted of a three legged stool, a bas- 
ket containing a blunt knife called a 
spud, a painter's brush and an old 
wig. <A gentleman usually went out in 
the morning with dirty boots or shoes, 
sure to find a shoeblack sitting on his 
stool at the corner of the street. The 
gentleman put his foot in the lap of the 
shoeblack without ceremony, and the 
artist scraped it with his spud, wiped 
{t with his wig and then laid on his 
composition as thick as black paint 
with his painter’s brush. ‘The stuff 
dried with a rich polish, requiring ne 
friction and little inferior to the elab- 
orated modern fluids, save only the in- 
tolerable odors exhaled from eggs in a 
bigh state of putridity, which filled 
any house which was entered before 
the composition was quite dry and 
sometimes even tainted the air of fash- 
fonable drawing rooms, Polishing shoes, 
we should mention, was at this time a 
refinement almost confined to cities, 
people in the country using grease, 


An Insulting Parrot. 

Bayard Vaylor related the following 
about a parrot once owned by a lady 
in Chicago: 

When the great fire was raging an 
owner saw that she could rescue noth 
ing except what she instantly took In 
her bands. There were two objects 
equally dear, the parrot and the old 
family Bible, and she could take but 
one.

WIDTH OF A RIVER. 


A Way to Measure It Without the Use 
of Instruments. 

It is necessary to make use only ot 
the eyes and the brim of a bat to 
measure the width of uny ordinary 
stream or even of a good sized river, 
and here is the way to do it: 

Select a part of the river bank where 
the grounds run back level behind 
you and, standing at the water's edge 
fix your eyes on the opposite bank 
move your hat down over your 
brow until the edge of the brim is

ou the other side. This will give you 
a visual angle that may be used on 
any level surface, and if, as has beep 
suggested, the ground on your side of 
the river be flat you may “lay off” a 
corresponding distance on it, ‘To do 
this you have only to hold your head 
perfectly steady, after getting the an 
gle with your hat brim, supporting 
your chip with your hand if neces- 
sary aud turn slowly around until your 
back is toward the river. Now, take 
careful note of where your bat brim

}Viches, but in the Living Ged” (Prov 
Xxill, 4; xxvill, 20; 1 Tim vi, 9, 17%). 


To the majority of people these are 
} foolish and impractical sayings, and a 
little hard cash is far more to them 
than the Living God. But our Lord is 
here speaking to believers, to whom 
{t is written in Col, fil, 2, “Set 
} your affection on things above, not on 
| things on the earth.’ Yet there are 
many in the pulpit as well as in the 
pews to whom dollars are more real 
than God, 

The eye affects the heart, and the 
heart walks after the eyes (Lam. lil, 
51; Job xxxi, 7), so that unless we are 
looking In the right direction we will 
not walk in the right direction. We 
cannot serve God and gold, or God and 
} the world, or God and the devil, for all 
}that is in the world—the lust of the 
flesh and the lust of the eyes and the 
pride of life—is not of the Father, but 
is of the world, and the whole world 
lieth in the wicked one (I John fi, 16;

The Story of a Shipwreck In the 
English Channel. 


| FIERCE FURY OF THE STORM. 


Wind and Wave Battered the Ship 
Till Only a Shattered Hulk Re- 
mained—A Battle Against the Ele- 
ments That Ended In Defeat. 


We had weathered the western ts- 
lands and entered latitudes where the 
prudent mariner shortens sail and 
keeps a wary eye on the barometer,

MINUTE WHALES. 
A Million and a Half Could Rest on 
the Head of a Pin. 

The completest and most perfect of 
whales is a whate so small that 1,500,- 
N00 sueh whales could tind reom in a 
spice not larger than an ordinary pin's 
head. But in that vanishing speck ot 
matter there already determined 
just how all the innumerable cells of 
the future whale’s body are to grow, 
how many of them are to be and 
where the bone cells, the muscle cells, 
the nerve cells and all its other bodily 
cells are to find their proper places in 
his body to the end of that whale's 
life.

FLIGHT OF BIRDS. 


Rapid Wing Movement Does Not Al- 
ways Imply Speed. 

Birds have different modes of flight, 
Just as men have different gaits in 
walking or running. Rapid wing 
movement does not always imply 
speed in fiight any more than rapid 
leg movement implies speed in walk- 
ing or running. With us it is the 
length of the stride that tells ultimate. 
ly. What, apart from wing movement, 
tells in the bird's filght is not known. 

Speaking broadly, long winged birds 
are strong and swift fliers; short 
winged birds are feeble in filght. 
When we consider that a cumbrous, 
slow moving bird like the heron moves 
Its wings twice per second when in 


flight it is evident that many birds 
have a very rapid wing movement, 
Most small birds have this rapid 
wing movement with feeble powers 


of tight. The common wren and the 
flipper, for instance, have a filght like 
that of a young bird. 

Many of our smaller migrants seem 
but to flit from bush to bush or from 
tree to tree. Members of the thrush 
family are low fliers, the blackbird in 


particular, with its hasty, hurried 
flight, often just avoiding fences and 


no more, Wagtails have a beautiful 
undulating flight with little apparent 
use of their wings. They look like 
greyhounds bounding through the air. 
Nearly all birds sail or float occa- 
sionally without the slightest move- 
ment of their wings. Even a large 
bird like a pheasant will glide in this 
way for more than two hundred yards, 

Grouse have a rapid wing motion 
without any great speed, but when 
they sail, coming down with the wind, 
as they prefer to do, they go very fast. 
Before alighting they flap their wings 
several times very rapidly, like the 
clapping of hands. Most birds after 
gliding do this. Does it correspond to 
putting on the brakes or reversing the 
engine in the case of mechanical loco- 


motion? With little apparent use of 
its wings the wood pigeon flies very 


strongly and rapidly. It never seems 
to “bring up” much before alighting, 
but crashes into a tree at full speed. 
When it its wings crack like 
pistol shots. 

Ducks are strong on the wing and 
often tly in single file. Geese will fly 
wedge or arrowhead shape, generally 
at a considerable height. So do many 
gulls and other sea birds, in a stately, 
measured fashion, their calls occa- 
Slonally sounding like “Left, right,

left, right. 

Kestrels have a beautiful, clean cut. 
clipping motion of their wings and 
look like yachts sailing through the 


air, while their hovering in the air is 
one of the mysteries of bird life. 
Peesweeps, which are so graceful in 
their motions on the ground, look Ike 
enormous bats when in flight. Swal- 
lows and in a very marked degree 
ewifts have rapid wing movement 
with great speed and extraordinary 
power of Hight.—Scotsman,

When any truth is brought home to 
us by the Spirit how prone we are to 
ask; Does any one do it?) What about 
such a who makes a great pro 
fession of having no anxious care? Do 
you know if they really practice it at 
home? Do you think that the preach 
er himself lives that way? So it goes, 
and instead of secing Jesus only we 
fire prone to see everybody but Jesus. 
Hence the admonition of our lesson, 
“Judge not that ye be not judged,” or, 
as it is elsewhere, “Let us not there- 
fore judge one another any more” 
(Rom, xiv, 18). Because, as In the con- 
text, all believers shall stand before 
the judgment seat of Christ and every 
one of us shall give account of him- 
self to God. We are so peculiar that 
it is generally easier to see the mote 
in another's eye than the beam that 
is in our own eye, whereas if we our 
selves were right with God we would 
have only love for all others, and, be 
ing very conscious of our own tofirm 
ities, we would have only prayerful 
compassion for those of others, Christ 
for us in our stead on the cross ob 
tained for us eternal redemption; 
Christ for us in heaven at the right 
hand of the Father makes victory over 
sin our privilege, but because we do 
not know as we should the power of 
Christ in us by His Spirit we are mort 
often stuinbling blocks than samples of 
what the life of Christ really is. Yet 
the one thing we are here for So 
to live that the world may know 
believe that Jesus lives. 

In our last year's studies in the Acts 
of the Apostles some of us were much 
impressed by the words “Jesus shewed 
Himself alive’ in connection with 
those other resurrection words, “Jesu 
shewed Himself” (Acts 1, 3; Jolin xxi, 
1, 14). His own testimony was that 
He came not to condemn, but to save 
To one sinner He said, “Neither do 1 
condemn thee; go and sin no 
To another, “Thy sins are forgiven” 
(John fil, 17; viii, 11; Luke vil, 48). He 
did condemn the self righteous, fault 
finding, hypocritical Pharisees, but He 
never had even a seemingly harsh 
word for the penitent sinners or for 
any truly desirous to be His disciples. 
Such love as His is heavenly; all else 
is from the pit. In us it is either 
Christ or self. 

The Spirit through Peter speaks of 
those who knew the way of righteous- 
ness, but did not walk therein, though 
professing to do so, as dogs and swine 
(II Pet. iii, 21, See Prov. 
xxvi, 11, 12. If one cannot speak even 
to many among the redeemed of the 
deep things of God (see I Cor. iii, 1, 2; 
Heb. v, 12, 13), how much less should 
we think of talking spiritual things to 
natural people to whom they are only

LIGHT AND THE EYES 


We Do Not Always See Things 
as They Really Are. 


COLORS WE CANNOT DISCERN 


Normal Vision Is Not Able to Pene- 
trate to the Regions Beyond the Vio- 
let—Some Results That Have Been 
Attained With the Camera. 


Those of us who are fortunate 
enough to possess normal eyes are apt 
to feel iustinctively that we see things 
is they are. This is a mistake. The 
appearance of the world at large is 
merely the result of the circumstance 
that the human eye perceives only a 
comparatively small part of the total 
radiation which from the sun 
or Is given out by a lamp 

To make this a little clearer we may 
consider one of the oldest experiments 
in opties, the pussage of a ray of light 
through a prism. 


comes 


When a beam of sunlight passes 
through a prism of glass such as ts 
often found on old fashioned chande- 


liers the ruys are spread out, forming 
a spectrum, which we see as a rain- 
bow colored band upon the wall. The 
colors of the spectruin merge into one 


another — by insensible gradations, 
though the older physicists were tn 
the habit of recognizing seven—red, 


orange, yellow, green, blue, Indigo and 


These colors which the eye perceives 


| are by no means the only ones present 


in the spectrum. If we perform the 
experiment in a dark room and place 
a photographie plate in such a position 
as to receive the Image of the 
trum we find that it extends to a con- 
siderable distance beyond the violet. 
In other words, there is a region be- 
yond the violet which the eye cannot 
see, but which the sensitive plate is 
able to photograph. This region ts 
termed the ultra violet, and the light 
from virtually all sources contains a 
greater or less amount of this ultra 


spec- 


| Violet light. 


The only difference between this ul- 
tra violet light and ordinary visible 
light Is in the length of the wave, 
which is, In fact, the ouly difference 
between the different colors of the 
visible spectrum, If, instead of using 
a glass prism for forming our spee- 
trum, we use one cut from a quartz 
erystal we find that the ultra violet 
spectrum is very much longer, which 
shows us that the shortest waves of 
light are not transmitted even by the 
clearest glass, 

If your eyes were sensitive to this 
region of the spectrum instead of to 
the other the appearance of things 
would appear black, our windows 
would be as opaque as sheets of iron, 
and polished silver would resemble 
anthracite coal. In other words, things 
appear as they do merely from the cir- 
cumstance that in the process of evo- 
lution our eyes have developed a sens!- 
billty to a certain region of the total 
spectrum of the light which comes to 
us from the sun. 

If we have used an ordinary photo- 
graphic plate in our experiment we 
shall find that it has received no im- 
pression from the red and yellow parts 
of the spectrum and very little from 
the green, The plate therefore suffers 
from the same defect as our eye. It 
is sensitive only to a limited region 
Recently, however, means have been 
found of rendering plates sensitive to 
the entire visible spectrum and to a 
certain extent to the infra red or the 
extension beyond the red analogous to 
the one beyond the violet. 

With a photographic plate rendered 
sensitive to the entire spectrum we 
could obtain an idea of how things 
would appeur if our eyes were sensi- 
tive to regions other than the one 
adopted by nature by excluding from 
the lens of the camera all rays other 
than the ones with which we wish to 
operate. This is done to a lim! 
tent every day by all 
who employ color screens in their 
work, and it well known that In- 
creased contrast cun often be obtained 
in this way 

If, for example, we attempt to pho-

tograph white clouds against a blue 
sky without the use of such a screen 
we get scareely any trace of the 
clouds at all, whereas if we place a 


yellow glass In front of the lens the 
clouds come out snow white on a very 
dark background 

We can see this same effect by view- 
ing the clouds first through a piece of 
deep blue gl which Is what the 
photographic plate “sees,” and then 
through the yellow plate. 

At my laboratory at Bast Hampton, 
N. Y., 1 have pushed this principle to 
the extreme and have obtained photo- 
graphs both by the tnfra red and the 
ultra violet Invisible rays.—Robert Wil

Now that Tuberculosia is attracting 
so much attention all over the world it 
may interest some of this generation to 
know that the present methods used to 
effect a cure were understood by some 
physicians more than eighty years ago 

Dr. Benjamin Cutter, then a young 
plyeician, in the beginning of his prac 
tive in Woburn, had discovered the 
value of fresh air for people “in con 
sumption” as it was then called. Karly 
in his medical career he was called to 
the daughter of Deacon Hale on the 
west side of Woburn. She was thought 
to be in a settled consumption, in the 
phraseology of those days; there was 
the terrible hectic fever, the exhaust 
ing night sweats, and other symptorns 
of the disease then deemed fatal. [1 
was only hoped the new Doctor could 
relieve ber distress for breath. But he 
at once began a curative course of 
treatment, getting into the close room 
all the fresh wir possible; order 
ing the tenderest of beef stenk,! 
and fresh fruita, instead of jelly and 
broth; and discarding the powerful 
drugs ‘To the amazement of all, she 
grew ao strong she could leave ber room 
nnd sit out of doors; could ride; and 
at lust, even on horseback She was 
cured! Some time after, she married 
Thomas Niles of Arlington, where 
lived to old age, and was the 
mother of « large family of fine strong 
yons and daughters, 

Another case was 
Locke, sister of the late Mrs Jotham 
Hill of Woburn) She lived on the 
Locke Hills near Arlington, and was a 
schoo'mate and friend of my aunt, who 
was with her when Dr. Cutter first 
culled. As he entered the close room 
he said *‘open that window,” in those 
quick, low tones so familiar to those 
who can still remember the beloved 
Physician. The bright young girl was 
lying in bed panting for breath, she 
was too wenk to sit up, but each day 
was carried out and by the Doctor’s 
order p'aced in the warm August sun- 
shine By autumo she was able to 
travel, and by the advice of Dr. Cutter 
went to some friends in the South for 
the winter. Her health was fully re- 
stored and the South became her per- 
manent bome, for she married there, 
was the mother of children, and lived 
to an advanced age. 

My grandmother hastold me these 
incidents in the practice of Dr. Benja- 
min Cutter; aod some others where he 
was able. by his advanced methods, to 
avert a fatal ending of this dread 
disease.

RESERVE HORSES FOR WAR. 


Bwitzerland’s Method of Preparing For 
Rapid Mobilization. 
In Switzerland the state is part own 


er of horses used by reserves. Tt pur 
chases a remount at three and a hah 
years old, and the soldier pays halt 
the cost of the horse to the govern 


ment, toge:her with the difference be 
tween its cost and the price that the 
horse fetches at auction, for all horses 
are sold by auction to the men, 

After every year of training the goy 
ernment refunds one-tenth of the orig 


inal half cost to the man, and at the 
end of ten years the horse becomes 
the absolute property of the soldier 


In this manner the soldier is not only 
always well mounted, but as he keeps 
his horse with him at his home his 
mobilization problem is of the simplest 
nature,

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OLD GAMBLING CLUBS 


Famous Resorts of the Betting 
Fraternity In London, 


THE WAY FOX WAS TRICKED. 


A Scheme That Allowed Him to Be 

Cheated by Lord Barrymore—Wa- 
tler’s, Commended by Lord Byron 
and Patronized by Beau Brummel. 


In America such a thing as a propri 
etary club owned and managed by one 
man {s almost unknown. In London It 
is the usual thing, and almost all the 
medium sized clubs which are devoted 
to some special purpose, such as card 
playing, are proprietary. 

In the o!ld days this was a money 
making enterprise, and some immense 
fortunes were piled up by the proprie- 
tors of London card clubs. But now 
whenever a club shows signs of un- 
usual prosperity the members get to 
gether and insist on forming some sort 
of governing body which shall have 
power to pass upon the proposals for 
membership. They also see to it that 
the proprietor spends a proper propor- 
tion of his profits on the comfort of 
the members instead of putting every- 
thing in his pocket. 

The fashions in the card clubs con- 
tinually change with the years and 
with the games that are the rage. A 
century ago it was uyainst the rules 
in many of the best clubs to play 
ecards before dinner, whereas nowna 
days the principal play is between 
the hours of 4 and 7, The income of 
the proprieter today is from the an- 
nual subscriptions and from the fixed 
fees for card money. In the old days 
the largest source of revenue was 
from the counters picked up from the 
floor after the game was over, 

George Raggett, the owner of 
White's, cne of the most famous gam- 
bling clubs {!n the world, situated on 
St. James’ street, made {ft his rule to 
attend to his guests In person when- 
ever exceptionally high play was in 
progress, knowing that he would be 
well repald for his time. Upon one 
occasion, after picking up counters to 
the value of nearly $1,000 from the 
floor, he received a gift of almost as 
much from Harvey Combe, who had 
been playing from Monday evening 
until 11 o’clock on Wednesday morn- 
ing, Sir Johu Malcolm, Tippoo Smith 
and Ward, the member of parliament 
for London, being the other players at 
the table. 

Some of the proprietary clubs adopt- 
ed curious rules to attract and keep 
their customers. One of the chief dif- 
ficulties then, as now, was to insure a 
game from any one that might happep 
to drop in at odd hours. One of these, 
nicknamed the Nerve Ending club, bad 
ua byluw that no player should quit a 
table until u fresh arrival was ready 
to take his place. 

One very popular feature was to pro- 
vide light silken curtains which could 
be drawn between the faces of the 
players so as to conceal from an ad- 
versary any unguarded expression of 
disappointment or of triumph upon 
picking up a hand or following the 
course of play. 

It was at this club that Fox lost a 
large sum of money to Lord Barry- 
more, who took advagtage of the con- 
cealment of his own face to study the 
reflection of Fox's cards in the large 
polished steel buttons which he wore 
upon his cout. 

At the corner of Bolton street and 
Piccadilly was Watier's club, which 
Byron records was a “superb club” in 
1815. Beau Brumme!l played here reg- 
ularly for ten or twelve years, but the 
club eventually fell into disrepute 
through the want of proper supervi- 
sion of the admissions to membership, 

Swinburne says in his “Courts of 
Europe” that it was in this club that a 
player upon seeing the witty Lord 
Alvanley enter the room and, dreading 
his satirical tongue, laid down his 
cards and pulled out a pulr of pistols, 
which he laid on the table beside him, 
he only comment of Alvanley was: 

“I bope you don’t expect your ad- 
versary to follow sult?" 

Every visitor to London who has 
passed down Piccadilly has probably 
Temarked the imposing home of the 
Devonshire club at the southwest cor- 
ner of St. James’ street, Within this 
building the highest gambling in the 
world has probably taken place, the 
sums won and Jost at Monte Carlo be- 


ing nothing to those that changed 
hands here, ‘The entrance was origi 
nally from the Piccadilly side, and 


muny changes have been made in the 
interlor arrangements, but some of the 
gilt chairs that were used by the high 
rollers of seventy yeurs ago are still 
preserved in the clubrooms. 

The proprietor of this club was orlg- 
finally a small fishinonger named Wil- 
Nam Crockford, who had a shop near 
Temple Bar, His first venture In club 
proprietorship was to take Watler’s 
old house, where hazard, the Amer!l- 
can game of craps, was the chief at- 
traction, In this he had a partner 
named Taylor, and they both made 
money, but at the end of a year they 
separated, and Crockford went to St. 
James’ street, where he prospered so 
well that he instructed the Wyatts to 
prepare plans for a new building, 

This was opened in 1827, and, al- 
though it was a proprietary club, 
Crockford was shrewd enough to tin- 
vest a committee with the right of 
election to membership, a move to 
which many persons attribute his im 
mense success. Among the first of the 
names presented was that of the Duke 
of Wellington, and almost every man 
of note in England was eitber a mem 
ber or a guest at some time or other,— 
Chicago Record-Herald.

How the Rash Comes, 

In measles a rash appears on the 
fourth day of the fever. It is first 
seen on the forehead, face and neck 
afterward over the whole body. It 
consists of raised red spots. In scarlet 
fever the rash appears on the second 
day of the fever, commencing on the 
upper part of the chest and neck, 
whence it spreads over the body. In 
sinallpox an eruption is seen on the 
third or fourth dayeon the face, neck 
and wrists. In chicken pox the erup 
tion is made of small blebs. In typhoid 
fever the rash rarely shows itself be- 
fore the seventh day of the fever.

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. vii, 13-29. 
Memory Verses, 13, 14—Golden Text, 
Matt. vii, 21—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M,. Stearns. 


Life eternal is the gift of God in 
Christ Jesus and can be obtained only 
as a free gift wholly apart from any 
Works or merit of ours, But He cam 
to give us not merely life, but life 
abundantly (Rom. vi, 23; John x, 10). 
All who have eternal life shall enter 
the kingdom, but there may be an 
abundant entrance into the kingdom 
(John iii, 8, 5; 11 Vet. i, 10, 11). There 
may be a saved soul and a lost life, a 
saved soul and no service to be reward- 
ad, no crowns to cast at His feet, but 
such is not His desire for His redeem. 
ed (I Cor, ili, 11-15; If John 8; Rey, 
lv, 10), Concerning life as the gift of 
(od, Jesus Christ Himself is the way, 
and the only way, for there is none 
other name under heaven given among 
men whereby we must be saved (John 
xiv, 6; Acts iv, 12). While any one 
Who will may enter through this strait 
gate upon this narrow way, compara- 
tively few find it because few are will- 
ing to acknowledge themselves lost and 
deserving of hell and, pleading guilty, 
put all their trust in the precious blood 
of Christ. 


The gate is entirely too strait for 
any who insist upon bringing with 
them a single shred of their own 


righteousness, and the way is too nar 
row to permit any but the Lord Him 
self and those who are wholly His to 
walk with us in it. Let us, however, 
praise God for the words “Him that 
cometh” and “whoscever will’ In 
Luke xiii, 24, 25, we read that a time 
Will come when many will seek to 
enter in and shall not be able, but that 
time is not yet, for the door js. still 
open and the Lord waits to be gracious. 
He has not yet risen up to shut the 
door. The false prophets are abound- 
ing more than ever in these days, con- 
cerning whom the Lord said Jong ago, 
“T have not sent these prophets, yet 
they ran; I have not speken to them, 
yet they prophesied;” “They are proph- 
ets of the deceit of their own heart” 
(Jer, xxiil, 21, 26). Those who deny the 
supernatural birth of Christ or His 
deity or His suffering in the sinner's 
stead or Ilis literal resurrection from 
the dead are not bearing messages from 
God, but from the great adversary. 
Yet multitudes are willingly deceived 
by the god of this world, who is in 
so many Ways blinding the minds of 
them who believe not. 

Many of those who deceive and are 
being deceived seem to bear a form 
of good fruit, but that cannot be good 
fruit in the sight of God which does 
not proceed from the True Vine. The 
Lord Jesus said that false Christs and 
false prophets should arise who would 
show great signs and wonders and, if 
possible, deceive the very elect (Matt. 
xxiv, 24). The Spirit through Paul 
said that Satan himself is transformed 
into an angel of light (II Cor, xi, 14), 

While it is true that God gives eter- 
nal life as a free gift to all who truly 
believe, apart from any works of ours, 
as the Spirit teaches everywhere, yet 
it is equally true that no mere word 
of mouth which not born of the 
beart amounts to anything, and where 
there is a living faith, a faith that 
saves, there will be a life correspond- 
ing. “Not every one that saith, but 
he that doeth.” The light must shine, 
the works must be manifest, according 
to Eph. ti, 10; Tit. iii, 8. But these 
works must be works wrought by God 
through us; otherwise, however good 
they may seem to men, they will not 
stand. According to verse 22, there 
may be teaching and casting out de- 
mons and many wonderful works, but 
ill disowned of God. Note carefully 
his teacher who says, “Many will say 
to me in that day; * * * then will I 
profess to them: | never knew you; 
lepart from me, ye that work iniquity.” 
He is the same King who will say to 
some, “Depart from me, ye cursed, into 
averlastinug fire, prepared for the devil 
and his angels” (xxv, 41). He is the 
appointed judge of all mankind, to 
Whom every one shall give account, 
either at Ilis judgment seat for be- 
lievers or at the great white throne 
a thousand years later. Jesus is God, 
the only Saviour of sinners, the Great 
Head of the church, the Messiah of 
Israel, the King of kings and Lard 
of lords, the only one with whom we 
have to do, and with us it is a ques 
tion of life or death, 

Shall we hear His word and believe 
it and receive Him and live, or shall 
we turn our backs upon Him and His 
word and make lies our refuge and 
perish? His word is truth; He is the 
truth and the only foundation. All else 
is a lie and from the adversary, but 
His wrath shall sweep away the ref- 
uge of lies (Isa. xxviil, 16, 17). Weare 
either in the ark and safe from the 
storm or outside and under 
the wrath of Ged. We do not won- 
fler that the people recognized an un- 
usual power in His words, for in Him 
was fulfilled the prophecy, “I will put

FIRST CHILDREN’S BOOKS. 


Sheets of Horn Protected the Pages 
From Soiled Fingers 


The earliest Mnglish book for chil 
dren was “The Babies’ Book, or a 
Lyttl Report of How Yonng People 


Should Behave.” The horn books ex 
isted in Elizabeth's reign. The writ 
ing was covered with a sheet of horn 
in order to protect the lettering from 
contact with dirty fingers. 

The chap book contained most of 
the familiar nursery rhymes and sto- 
ries which have appertained to nursery 
lore for generations. They exhibit 
very crude woodcuts, often daubed 
With Inappropriate color, and the eom 
Monest paper as au rule was used. They 
were hawked about by the chapman or 
peddler and cost only a few pence 
aplece, 

They served to perpetuate such fa 
millur ditties as “Sing a Song of Six 


pence,’ which dutes from the six- 
teenth century; “Three Blind Mice,’ 
in use, with music, in 1609; “The Frog 
and the Mouse,” in existence in 1580 
and “Girls and Boys Come Out to 
Play,” which was sung by the vil 
lugers In the time of Charles Il. “Lit 
tle Jack Horner.’ we know, is older 


than the seventeenth century, aud last 
but not least, *Lucy Locket,” the tune 


from which originated “Yankee Doo 
dle.” 
A few of what were called “battle 


door books" have been handed down to 


us. They were three lenaved cards 
which were folded up into oblong 
pocket shaped volumes. These taught 
reading and numerals in the dame 
schools in town and country, The lit 
tle gilt books, as they were called 


adorned on the outside with gilt Dutch 
paper colored flowers. were twuch 
prized gift books of that period. Chil 
dren were employed coloring such pic 
ture books by land, one child doing all 
the red in the series of i 
another all the blue, and 
course they gained precision by repeti 
tfon, but we very often find the 
overlapping as if carried out by 
experienced hand.—Londoy Queen

Burton, explaining that the editor was 
anxious to know what authority he 
had for bis story and whether it would 
really be possible to rob a bank after 
the fashion that he had set forth. 
With the help of a pencil and a few 
diagrams Mr. Burton easily proved 
the accuracy of the method to the ap 
parent satisfaction of his interviewer 
and thereafter looked forward to a 
prompt appearance of the story, But 
a few days liter the secret of the de 
luy was revealed, A special envoy of 
the paper waited upon him, full of 
consternation aud apology, and pre- 
pared to make any amends within rea 
son, but was emphatic in announcing 
that it was absolutely impossible to 
publish the story, because after ex 
pert investigation they had become 
convinced that if it should appear tn 
print it would destroy the protective 
power of every thne lock safe in the 
country, and the representative of the 
bewspaper did not take his leave up 
ti) be had obtained what Mr, Burton 
under the circumstances easily grant 
ed—a signed agreemen’ releasing the 
paper from its obligation publish 
the story end solemuly pledging tim 
self not to attempt to publish it else- 
where.

QUEER INDIAN BELIEFS, 
The Five Worlds of the Bella Coola 
Sun Worshipers. 

There is an odd feature to the theol 
ogy of the sinall Indian tribe of the 
Bella Coola which inhabit British Co- 
lumbia in about latitude 62. They be- 
lieve that there are five worlds, one 
fbhove the other, and the middle one ts 
our own world, the earth Above It 
are two heavens, and under It are two 
underwortds, In the upper heaven ts 
the supreme deity, who is a woman, 
and she doesn't meddle much with the 
affairs In the second world below her, 
The zenith ts the center of the lower 
heaven, and here Is the house of the 
gods, In which live the sun and the 

rest of the deities, 

Our own enrth ts belleved to be an 
Ishind swimming tn the ocean, The 
first underworld from the earth {ts in- 
habited by ghosts, who can return, 
when they wish, to heaven, from which 
place they may be sent down to our 
earth. If then they misbehave again 
they are cast Into the lower of the un- 
derworlds, and from this bourn no 
ghostly traveler returns, 

The Bella Coola are sun worshipers, 
for Senex, the sun, the master of the 
house of gods, who Is called the father 
and the sacred one, is the only deity 
to whom the tribe pray, Each family 
of the Bella Coola bas its own tradi- 
tions and its own form of the cur- 
rent traditions, so that In the mytholo- 
gy of the tribe there are countless con- 
tradictions. When any one not a mem- 
ber of n clan tries to tell a tradition 
which does not belong to his clan tt 
is like a white man trying to tell an- 
other's joke—he ts considered as ap- 
propriating the property right which 
does not belong to him, 


SMOKELESS POWDER. 


It Came Through Experimenting For 
High Explosives. 

The idea is very general that smoke- 
less powder in being practically 
smokeless achieves its greatest end, 
but as a matter of fact its smokeless 
feature is incidental and was an ac- 
cident, 

When the idea of modern long range 
guns was concelved It was at once ap- 
parent that the old black powder lack- 
ed explosive force, and thousands of 
experiments were made with various 
chemicals to procure a powder of high 
explosive properties, and this was at 
last accomplished, 

When the new powder was tried, 
much to the surprise of every one it 
was found that practically no smoke 
followed the explosion, though this 
could of course have been predicted 
had the question ever arisen, The 
volume of smoke from black powder 
is due mainly to the quantity of char- 
coal in the powder, ayn ingredient not 
found in the smokeless explosive, 

Smokeless powder, though a great 
boon to the sportsman, is of question- 
able value on the battlefield, so far as 
its smokelessness is concerned, The 
smoke clouds of old days were fre 
quently most advantageously used to 
cloak movements of troops and bat- 
teries and really interfered with the 
enemy much more than with the 
troops creating the smoke.—Exchange. 


Saved by Fireflies. 

The gigantic tropical firefiles which 
swarm in the forests and canebrakes 
of most of the low lying West Indian 
islands once proved the salvation of 
the city of Sauto Domingo, A body of 
buccaneers, headed by the notorlous 
Thomas Cavendish, had taid all their 
plans for a descent upon the place, in- 
tending to massacre the Inhabitants 
and carry away all the treasure they 
conveniently could, and had actually 
put off their boats for that purpose.

No other plant gives such a quantity 
of food to the acre as the banana, It 
ylelds 44 times more by welght than 
the potato and 183 times more than 
Wheat.

Queer Creatures That Roam In For- 
este Far From the Sea, 

One of the commonest and the lar 
gest of the Christmas island land crabs 
is (he well known robber crab, which 
is found In most of the tropical islands 
of the Indian and Pacific oceans, It 
sometimes resches a length of two feet 
and may measure seven Inches across 
the back. Its colors are of a very 
gaudy description, the ground color be 
ing a bright red, upon which there are 
stripes of yellow, but in some cases a 
purplish blue ts the prevailing tint. 

The eyes are fixed on stalks which 
tan be moved tndependently of one an 
other, and there are two pairs of feel 
ers, one long, the other short. The lat 
ter pair are continually jerked up and 
down, There Is a pair of powerful 
claws, then several walking legs. In 
general appearance these animals are 
much more like rather stout lobsters 
than crabs, and one’s first encounter 
with one of these creatures In the nid 
dle of a forest far from the sea is pro 
ductive of much astonishment on both 
sides. 

Another species cf? land crab com 
mon In Christmas fsland fs a little 
bright red animal which In general 
shape {s much like the common shore 
crab. This variety makes burrows In 
the ground, and in some places the 
soll is honeycombed with hundreds of 
holes. The crabs spend most of their 
time collecting dead leaves, which they 
earry in their claws, holding them up 
over their heads and drag down Into 
their burrows, into which they scuttle 
at the least alarm.—Pearson’s Maga-

1 find the benefit 
of drinking a tumbler of cold water 
with a Uttle salt in it every morning 
on rising at about 5 o'clock, before 
my bath or cup of cocoa, which 1 
usually take between 5:30 and 6, 

If people could be induced to try the 
easy and cheap method of taking a lit- 
tle common salt with the water they 
drink they would in the generality of 
cases find that they would seldom re- 
quire other medicine.—F. N. Burn in 
Chambers’ Journal. 


Poisonous Gas Geyser.

PAPER CAR WHEELS, 


Safer and Stronger but More Costly 
Than Other Wheele. 

We naturally think of paper ne 
something lacking in strength and of 
A paper article as being fragile, so are 
somewhat alarmed when an encyclo 
pedic friend remarks that the wheels 
of the car on which we are slipping 
along at the rate of » mile a minute 
are made of paper. ‘This opportunity 
to be alarmed occurs, however, on 
only the best ef railways, as paper 
car wheels, though safer and longer 
lived than any others, are also more 
expensive, The principal advantage 
of wheels made from this unpromising 
material ia found In the fact that they 
are not injured by the violent vibra- 
tions to which car wheels fre sub- 
jected. 

The paper used in the manufacture 
of these wheels Is known as calen- 
dered rye straw boerd, or thick paper. 
It is sent to the car wheel shops in 
circular sheets measuring twenty-two 
to forty Inches Ip diameter, and ovet 
each of these sheets is spread an even 
coating of flour paste. A dozen sheets 
are placed one on the other and the 
lot subjected to hydraulic pressure ot 
500 tons or more. After two bours’ 
pressure these sheets, which have uow 
become a solid block, are kept for a 
week ip a drying room at a tempera- 
ture of 120 degrees, after which a 
number of blocks ure pasted together, 
pressed and dried for a second week. 
A third combination of layers is then 
made, after which there is an eutire 
month of drying. The final block con 
tains 120 to 160 sheets of the original 
paper and is four aud one-half to five 
inches in thickness. All resemblance 
to paper has been lost, the block Ip 
weight, density and solidity approxi. 
mating the finest grained, heaviest 
metal. 

To complete the wheel there are re- 
quired a steel tire, a cast iron bub. 
wrought fron plates to protect the pa- 
per on either side and two circles of 
bolts, one set passing through the 
flange of the tlre, the other through 
the flange of the hub and both sets 
through the paper. The paper blocks 
are turned on a lathe, whieh also 
reams out the center hole for the bub. 
Two coats of paint are applied to keep 
out moisture. The various parts are 
next assembled, and the paper cut 
wheel {s complete. 

As mny be readily understood, papet 
which has recelved the treatment de 
scribed may be used for almost any 
purpose for which metal or wood Its 
used if nog too much exposed to dump 
hess, and to all practical purposes it 
is fireproof.—Harper’s.

A competition 
had been held at Malta for a prize 
annually presented by Sir John. It ts 
knowu as the Malta cup, and, having 
so far always been won by a crew 
belonging to the admiral’s flagship. it 
was fully expected by Sir John that 
this record would be maintained. fy 
this particular occasion, however, 4 
crew of the Ramillies, commanded by 
Lord Charles Beresford, carried it off 
instead. A day or two later the fleet 
was practiclug maneuvers, and Ad- 
miral Fisher, whose reputation as a 
stern discipinarian is well kuown 
was dissatisfied with the performance 
of the Ramillles.

It Is Thought to Be at Least a Hun- 
dred Times Larger Than Our Sun In 
Diameter and Is About Nine Hun- 
dred and Fifty Million Miles Distant. 


Most of us are prone to think of our 
sun as being the largest body In the 
heavens, the grand high lord of all the 
little planets and the twinkling stars. 
Such is very far from being the case. 
Practically all of the fixed and tavin- 
kling stars are as large as, and some 
even larger than, our own sun. They 
appear small only because of their great 
distance, for they are just as truly 
suns with families of planets flying 
around them as is our central orb. 

There is one of these stars in par 
ticular that has attracted the atten- 
tion of astronomers, not only on ac- 
count of its great size, but also its 
enormous distance from our solar sys- 
tem. This is the star Arcturus. To 
have some conception of the almost In- 
concelvable distance that separates It 
from us the astronomical standard of 
measuring distance must be compre- 
hended, Now, light does not come

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PRARY DECLINES. 


Commander Peary, Discoverer 
of the Northpole, an achievement 
that reflects the highest and ever- 
lasting honor on the United States, 
declines, very properly, to submit 
the record of his long, tedious 
and perilous journey to, and final 
discovery of, the Pole to a carp- 
ing, narrowminded, and jealous 
Subcommittee of the Congression- 
al Naval Committee for examin- 
ation and publication. 

To comply with the Committee’s 
demand for the reeords would 
constitute a rank violation of the 
contract he made with the publish- 
ers of his story, and, more than 
that, he is an honorable man, a 
virtue which some of his wouldbe 
inquisitors do not seem to fully 
comprehend. 

What Commander Peary should 
do would be to go before this

THE ENGLISH NAVY. 


Fighting Ships Usd to Be Hired Out 
In Times of Peace. 

In the earliest times of the British 
navy there wa practically no distine- 
tion between the merchantman and 
the man-of-war. In the rare times of 
peace men-of-war traded as merehant- 
men, While merehantmen always weut 
armed, Thus in time of war the 
trader became the warship, and vice 
versa. From the time of the conquest 
and probably earlier down to the days 
of Elizabeth this was the ordinary 
practice. [Elizabeth hired out ships of 
the navy for all purposes, 
from piracy to slave trading, taking 
her share of the profits when the ven- 
ture was successful and disclaiming 
all responsibility when it wasn’t. 

Henry TIL. who may be described as 
the originator of the navy as a special 
fighting foree, hired out the ships spe- 
clally built for the uavy in times of 
peace and even allowed them to be 
taken away from their appointed sta- 
tions provided that the hirers depos- 
ited due security for the return of the 
ships with their tackle and all equip 
ment In a proper state of efliciency 
The practice ceased after the repulse 
of the Spanish armada, when the fight- 
ing ships, as such, became distinct 
from the trader.—London Globe.

Plant Misers. 

All leaf buds, whether underground 
or on the bare branches of winter, are 
Plant savings put aside from the su 
perfluity of summer against the pro- 
verbial rainy day. ‘The stareh of 
which such organisms consist is to the 
plant what his savings are to the pru- 
dent man, and the common potato Is 
one of the greatest misers of the vege 
table world in this respect, for almost 
the whole of the tuber is made up of 
starch food, left as a legacy to the 
young plants represented by the 
“eyes.” This is true of all plants that 
grow from bulbs. 

Some go further, for they run a sayv- 
ings bank in the shape of a taproot, 
Whieh, if left uudisturbed, grows lar- 
ger year by year, to be drawn upon in 
seasons of drought when other means 
of subsistence are exhausted. Among 
these ire primroses, carrots, beetroot 
and turnips, aud with these three last 
this faculty of saving has been devel- 
oped by man to make the plants a 
source of profit to himself. 


History of Anatomy. 

The way in which we are so “fear- 
fully and wonderfully made” was 
largely a mystery to the ancients. It 
may be said that anatomical science 
was practically unknown prior to Aris- 
totle, 384 B.C. Before that date near- 
ly all that was known of anatomy was 
derived from the dissection of the low- 
er animals, Aristotle did something 
in the way of science, but it was not 
until the time of the famous Alexan- 
drian school, a century before and a 
century after the birth of Christ, that 
the anatomy of man began to be falr- 
ly understood. The VPtolemies were 
great patrons of the science and were 
the first who enabled physicians free 
ly to dissect the human body, thus 
frustrating the ignorant superstition 
which had been so long compromising 
the welfare of humanity.—Exchange.

THE ADAM’S APPLE. 


An Important Organ That Helps to 
Protect the Brain. 

One of the most remarkable pleces 
of mechanism in the human system, a 
device which anticipated several of 
our modern patents, is the Adam’s ap- 
ple, which for ages physicians consid- 
ered a sort of freak of nature with- 
out any material use In the human 
economy. But how differently this 
little device is considered today! 

If we had no Adam's apple there 
would have been more deaths from 
apoplexy and brain disorder than ever 
chronicled in history, Instead of be- 
Ing a useless organ this article serves 
1s un important storage system to 
protect the brain, 

Por instance, when we are excited 
or too animated the heart pumps the 
blood up to the brain a little too fast, 
and If it could not be stopped by some 
automatic device death or brain dis- 
ease would follow. The Adam's ap 
ple is the blood storage cistern which 
intercepts the rapid flow and holds 
the surplus blood, 

Again, if the supply from the heart 
runs short and the brain is Hkely to 
suffer from an insufficient supply the 
storage cistern gives up Its surplus 
of blood, Thus this organ acts au- 
tomatically to check and inerense the 
flow of the blood to the brain, protect- 
ing that organ from damage through 
our temporary excesses, — Pearson's 
Weekly.

| THE GIANT'S CAUSEWAY. 


Formation and Appearance of This Odd 
Freak of Nature 

The Glant’s causeway is situated at 
the northers extremity of County An 
trim, a short distance from Port Rush, 
Ireland, It consists of countless hoste 
of basnltle pillars, varying in shape 
from a pentagon to an octagon, the av 
erage length of each column or pillar 
being about eighty feet, the whole 
stacked so closely together that a knife 
biade could hardly be Inserted between 
them, But the formation of these pil 
lars is not the least wonderful part 
about them, for, although they may be 
counted by thousands and tens of 
thousands, each column ts fashioned 
With a symmetry that suggests a ma 
son's handiwork. Their composition ts 
a perfect fusion of one-half flinty 
earth, one-quarter lime and clay, one- 
quarter almost pure iron, each pillar 
belng divided into regular lengths or 
joints which come together as a per 
fect nateral ball and socket union, 


Although to be found in small de 
tachments (imbedded in the cliffs, 
sands, ete.) for some distance along 


the shore, the principal aggregations 
forming the causeway proper consist 
of three projections or tongues known 
as little, middle and grand causeways 
These singular columns are of differ 
ent lengths and present an astonishing 
appearance as they stand, an army of 
at least 40,000 strong marshaled on 
the shores of rin as if ever ready to 
do battle with the rising tide,

The Right of a Witness to Qualify His 
Answers. 

Like Stevenson's child, as a rule, the 
witness should speak only when he ts 
spoken to. He should not volunteer 
Anything except that when he Is asked 
a question which with apparent inno 
cence could really be answered "“Yes' 
or “No” he has a tight to qualify a 
plain “Yes” or “No.” This of course 
happens most often in the case of ex- 
perts, The “Yes, but 1 will explain,” 
and “No, but [ will explatn,” of ene ot 
the distinguished expert witnesses for 
the commonwealth in the case of com 
monwealth versus Quay, which was 
tried before Judge Biddle in the court 
of quarter sessions of Philadelphia 
county several years ago still linger {n 
the writer's memory. 

It is a mistaken notion that a wit 
hess is bound to answer “Yes" or “No' 
It is surprising that such should have 
ever been the received theory, but then 
the hunting down of witches and the 
expounding of the doctrine of witch 
craft were regarded as proper judicial 
functions only a century or two ago 
The theory as to categorical reply was 
completely exploded by the gentleman 
who propounded the question, “When 
are you going to stop beating your 
wife?” and demanded a categuvical an 
swer. If the lawyer attempts to tell 
you that you must answer “Yes” o7 
“No” you fiave the right to say that 
the question Is one which ts not sus

Mannerly behavior on the part of 
witnesses Includes keeping one's tem 
per under almost all provocations 
Cross examination for the purpose of 
testing your memory {ts not intended

not necessarily injure your testimony 
with the jury. The jury sympathizes 
with the witness more than with the 
lawyer, and, while mere smartness for 
the sake of being smart or because of 
a too expansive personality is to be de 
plored, you will be sure of a sympa 
thetic nudience if you are in the right 
and counsel in the wrong.—Ira Jewell 
Williams in Green Bag.

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AFEAT OF CONJURING, 


|The Popular Coffee Trick and 
How It Is Performed. 


METHODS OF THE MAGICIAN. 


Changing White Paper Into Milk, Blue 
Paper Into Mocha and Bran Into Cut 
Sugar |e Comparatively Easy When 
You Have Been Shown the Way. 


A trick always popular with the pro- 
fessional conjurer is that known as 
the “coffee trick,” though some high- 
falutin title, as, for instance, “Mar- 
about Mocha,” is better for a pro- 
gram. It has the advantage, too, of 
hot conveying any idea of what the 
| trick Is to be. The trick is as suita- 
ble for the drawing room as for the 
Stage, and av iunateur with a little 
practice muy do It easily, Remember, 
with a Iittle practice, for, like every- 
thing in conjuring, not only a little 
but sometimes a great deal of practice 
is necessary if the performer desires 
to do his tricks with ease and skill 
and so as to bewilder his audience, 

When about to present this trick the 
performer has on a table three wooden 
boxes, a large goblet shuped glass jar 
and two German silver “shakers” or 
cups, such us are used In mixing lem- 


| on juice, Ice, ete, for a glass of lem- 


onade, In one of the boxes ts a 
quantity of bran, In another some 
pleces of chopped up white paper and 
In the third a similar lot of blue pa- 
per. ‘These, with two pieces of black 
velvet, euch about nine inches square, 


} and a paper cylinder, are all that ap- 


pear to be used in the trick. Picking 


| up ope shaker, the performer fills {it 


with white paper and tmmediately 
pours It back tuto the box. Again he 
dips the shaker tnto the box and, with 
a shoveling motion, fills it and stands 
it on a table so that every one may 
see It. The other shaker he fills in 
the same way, but with the blue pa- 
per, Finally the glass jar is filled with 
bran and stood on a table by itself. 
Over one shaker is spread one of the 
velvet squares and on top of it is 
placed a small, round metal plate. The 
other shaker is covered witb the sec- 
ond velvet square, but without any 
metal plate. 

“Remember,” says the performer, 
“this cup is filled with white paper 
and that one with blue,” and, pulling 
the velvet piece off one cup, he pours 
from it into a small pitcher about a 
pint of milk—"The milk of buman 
kindness as extracted from the daily 
press,” Removing the metal plate and 
the velvet from the second cup, he 
pours from it into the first cup “steam- 
ing Mocha coffee; no grounds for 
complaint.” Picking up the paper cyl- 
inder, he drops it over the upper part 
of the glass jar, and, lifting it up al- 
most jminediately, it is found that the 
bran is gone and the jar ir filled with 
lump sugar, 

It Is a showy trick which is general- 
ly followed by applause, that sweetest 
of tnusic to a performer. Here is the 
explanation: 

In each box of paper ts a duplicate 
shaker, one filled with milk, the other 
with coffee, Fitted into the mouth of 
each shaker {fs a shallow metal saucer, 
the edges flaring out so 9s to rest on 
the mouth of the cup. At one point on 
the edge of each saucer is soldered a 
semicircle of stiff wire about the size 
of a dime, so that the performer may 
easily grasp it. On each saucer is 
glued some bits of the paper with 
which the shaker is supposed to be 
filled. These shakers stand upright in 
the box in such position that the wire 
plece of the saucer will be toward the 
performer when he is ready to remove 
the velvet cover. As he shovels the 
paper into the shaker he leaves that 
one in the box, grasps the other filled 
witb milk or coffee and brings it out, 
some of the loose bits of paper cling- 
ing round the top. These he brushes 
off curelessly and in doing so, when 
necessary, adjusts the shaker so that 
the wire finger piece will be in the 
proper position. In covering the shak- 
ers the performer takes hold of the 
velvet covers so that the thumb and 
the third and fourth fingers are under 
the cover, and with these he catches 
hold of the projecting finger piece, 
lifts up tbe saucers and draws them 
off, dropping them instantly into a pad- 
ded box or bag fastened at the back 
of the table. 

As a glass jar is transparent, It fol- 
lows that o mere saucer of bran in its 
mouth would uot do, so resort is bad 
to auother device. A hollow shape of 
tin, slightly tapering, that fits loosely 
in the jar ts used. The larger end, 
which is the top, is closed while the 
bottom is open. From the top is a tine 
stiff wire pussing from one side to the 


other. It describes a small bow that 
serves as a handle to lift out the 
shape. Bran ts glued over the outside 


of the shape. aud some loose bran Is 
spread over the top. The shape ts 
filled with lump sugar, placed inside a 
second jar and stood Inside the box of 
bran. Wheu the first jur ts put into 
the box, ostensibly to be filled, the per 
former exchanges it for the second, 
This be takes out and shows it ap. 
parently filled with bran. It is cov 
ered with the paper cylinder, which 
goes ov loosely, and in removing this 
the performer slips ove finger under 
the wire bandle, lifts out the shape, 
and the sugar falls Into the jar. As 
the shape Is taken out (he performer's 
hand passes carelessly over the box of 
bran, into which the shape ts dropped. 
At almost the same moment the paper 
is crumpled up and tossed Into the au 
dience. The trick Is so ueatly done 
aud is withal so simple that he uwust 
be a bungler, Iudeed, who cannot de 
celve even a clever audience.

The labor organizations in Bos- 
ton, at a meeting held the other 
day, voted unanimously to reject 
Robert Luce’s scheme for settling 
disputes between employers and 
employees which that eminent 
statesman is trying to induce the 
Legislature to enact into law. 

Luce’s idea is for the warring 
parties to first flock together and 
try to amicably adjust their difti- 
culties, and if a failure follows, 
then compulsory arbitration. 

The Unions look at it in a dif- 
ferent light. They believe that in 
order to effect « satisfactory dis- 
posal of the questions in issue the 
first step should always be to 
knock their opponent down 
(meaning a strike), and argue the 
ease with him afterwards, which is 
diametrically opposed to Luce's 


plan. They say that the oppo- 
nent, after being effectually 


knocked down and out, will be 
more reasonable and yielding and 
likely to accept their terms; they, 
therefore, reject Mr.  Luce’s 
scheme.

NEVER OPENING FLOWERS. 


A Large Number of Plants Bear Cleis 
togamous Blossoms, 

The never opening dow or, us bot 
anists call it, cleistogamy, is well illus 
trated by the cause of the common 
sweet violet. The tamiliar purple, 
sweet scented blossom, which to most 
people is the violet Hower, burdly ever 
produces any seed. But altugetber un- 
seen by most people it produces a 
bumber of minute, scentless and col- 
orless flowers which never open 

These are self fertilized and produce 


abundant seed. The word cleistog 
gamous expresses the fact that the 
fertilization takes place without the 


opening of the flower and hence with- 
out the agency of insects. Such never 


} opening flowers occur ip a large num 


ber of plants, sometimes aloug with 
blossoms of the ordinary sort aud 
sometimes without them. It is a dis- 
puted point, however, whether there 
js any plant which in all circumstances 
will produce nothing but cleistogamous 
flowers, 

There are nevertheless a pbumber 
which vormally produce nothing else. 
As regards fertility, the @eeds  pro- 
duced by the cleistogamous towers are 
never inferior to those of the ordinary 
blossong. In some cases they are su 
perior and in others they are the only 
seed produced by the plant. 

It has beep found that the amount of 
cleistogumy varies with the height of 
the plants, ‘The shortest bear 
togumic flowers only, and those a tit 
tle taller have a few small open flow 
ers in addition to the closed oues. The 
tallest plants bave larger open flow 
ers, with only a few cleistogamic.—- 
Botanical Gazette.

Curious Optical Properties.

When examined un- 
ler the microscope, however, the star 
mica is found to contain fine needles 
of another mineral, And these are

Curious Styles of Letter Endings. 

Any one in the habit of perusing old 
fetters is struck witb the tone of great 
humility end deference which per- 
vades the correspondence of our ances- 
tors, 

A few specimens of the style of be- 
ginning and ending letters may prove 
Interesting as In striking contrast to 
the laconic “yours obediently,” “faith 
fully” or “truly” of the present day 
It would certainly be difficult to match 
the following subscription of a letter 
from the Duke of Shrewsbury to Sir 
Thomas Hanmer, dated September, 
1713; “I desire that you will believe 
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that, wherever | am, I shall always 
endeavor to deserve and very much 
value your friendship, being, with a 
siucere esteem, sir, your most faithful 
and obedient servant, Shrewsbury.” 
Frequently one meets with bellicose 
subscriptions, as in the case of the 
Earls of Wutly and Errol, who in 
1594 threatened “awful consequences

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. ix, 1-13, 
Memory Verse, 2—Golden Text, Matt, 
ix, 6—Commentary Prepared by Rov. 
D. M,. Stearns. 


In Luke vill, 40, we read that when 
Jesus returned from Gadara the people 
gladly received Him, for they were all 
waiting for Him. In Mark ti, 1, 2, we 
read that many were gathered to 
rether, filling the house and leaving no 
room even about the door, and He 
preached the word unto them. In 
Luke v, 17, we read that there were 
Pharisees and doctors of the law pres- 
from every town in Galilee and 
also from Judea and Jerusalem and 
the power of the Lord was present to 
heal them. 

Then came four men, bringing on a 
bed a palsied friend of theirs, and 
when they could not get even near the 
door because of the crowd they car- 
ried him to the roof, made an opening 
and let him down through the tiling, 
with his couch, Into the midst before 
Jesus, Compre the records in Mark fl 
and Luke v with our lesson in Mat- 
thew, and in each you hear Jesus say 
ing to the sick man, “Thy sins are for- 
given thee.” Matthew adds that He 
said, “Son, be of good cheer.’ In Matt, 
Ix, 22, He said toa sick woman, ‘Daugh- 
ter, be of good comfort.” Rememberalso 


ent 


ILis “Be of good cheer” of Matt. xiv, 27; 
John xvi, 83, and Acts xxiii, 11. It is 


the same word in each case, Just one 
word, used only by our Lord and on 
these five different occasions, It Is 
used once by the people to the blind 
man in Mark x, 49, The word used by 
Paul in Acts xxvii, 22, 25, Is a differ- 
ent word, but one of great encourage- 
mertt. There can be no lasting comfort 
or good cheer apart from the forgive- 
ness of sins. Jesus did not treat sym- 
toms, as Inany physicians do, but went 
at once to the root of the difficulty. 
The four men brought their friend 
that he might be cured of his palsy, 
but Jesus began by forgiving his sins. 
He saw the faith of those who brotight 
hin and determined to heal him, but 
lie began by cleansing his soul. He 
once said to Simon Peter, “If I wash 
thee not thou hast no part with Me” 
(John xiii, 8), and that is truly a say 
ing of great import. If we are cleansed 
from our sins we shall in due time 
have perfectly whole bodies; so, having 
saved this man, He also gave him a 
healed body, and he arose and depart- 
ed to his house, The four earnest men 
who brought their palsied friend to 
Christ to be healed of his disease 
were quite sure that if they could get 
him to Jesus they would not need to 
carry him away, aud they were not 
disappointed, 

The question of the Pharisees, ‘Who 
is this?” (Luke v, 2!) repeated in Luke 
vil, 49; Matt xxi, 10, carries us back to 
Isa. Ixiil, 1; Jer, xxx, 21. Moses said, 
“Who am 17” (12x. iii, 11) but the only 


pertinent question is, “Who Is He?’ 
“Whom say ye that I am?’ It is a 
blessed thing for all who know that 


He is the Son of Man who hath power 
on earth to forgive sins and that He 
has forgiven them. Luke says that 
Jesus perceived the thoughts of these 
men, or, as it is in our lesson, “Jesus, 
knowing their thoughts, sald, Where- 
fore think ye evil in your hearts?" 
We do well to remember the words of 
Ezek. xi, 5, “Il know the things that 
come into your mind, every one of 
them.” 

As Jesus went forth He saw a publi- 
can named Levi or Matthew sitting 
at the receipt of custom, and, having 
said to him, “Follow me,” he left all, 
rose up and followed Him. Compare 
verse 9 and Luke vy, 27, 28. Matthew 
speaks only of Jesus sitting at ment in 
the house, but Luke tells us that this 
Wis a great feast which Levi made for 
Jesus in his own house and that a 
great company of publicans and others 
sat down with them. Jesus calls whom 
he pleases (Mark ili, 18). The Father 
gives unto Him whom He will (John 
vi, 87; xvil, 2), and yet there are none 
among those who hear who may not 
come if they will (John fii, 16; Rev. 
xxii, 17). The fault finding, self right- 
eous scribes and Pharisees are always 
on hand with their murmurings, but 
they said a fine thing one day when 
they said, “This man receiveth sinners 
and eateth with them” (Luke xv, 2). 
They were the destructive critics of 
their day, and those of our day would 
do well to lay to heart some things 
that Jesus said to them and of them, 
They considered themselves whole and 
righteous and had no use for such as 
Jesus, and He told them plainly that 
He had not come to call such as they, 
but that they had better go and learn 
the meaning of these words: “I will 
have merey and not sacrifice.” Christ 
Jesus came not to pateh up an old and 
ruined nature nor to attempt to put 
new wine, the wine of the kingdom, 
into the old bottles of the carnal mind, 
but Hle came to give a new nature to 
penitent sinners and to make 
hew creatures from within outward 
He came to have mercy upon the lost 
and to give Himself and His righteous 


ness to tuose who receive Him. He 
does not ask anything from us until 
Te has first given Himself to us, God 


gave His Son; the Son gave Himself; 
the Spirit also Is given, The gift of 
God is eternal life. He gives the bread 
of life, the water of life, the word of 
life. Nothing in the matter of salya- 
tion can be obtained by money or mer 
ft on the part of human beings, but 
must be accepted as the free gift of 
Almighty God.

AN ODD EXPERIMENT, 


It Explains How Cyclones Drive Strawe 

Through Tree Trunks. 
| If a needle is shoved tuto a cork un: | 
ti) just the Up end shows on the oppo- 
site side and the needle ts then broken 
off so that the upper end ts Hush witb 
or hidden under the top ®urface on the 
cork an interestiug thing may be 
shown, knowu as the increase of pres- 
sures. If this cork be now placed 
needle point down on a copper cent or 
other small coin a light blow on top of 
the cork with a hammer will drive the 
needle through the copper. The expla- 
nation {ts us follows: 

Everything has its limits of resist- 
ance, and we twuay define this in terms 
to the square inch that will overcome 
it. Take « ten pound weight and place | 
| it on a surface of two square inches; 
| the pressure is evidently five pounds 
to the square inch. Now take away 
one of the square inches, and there ts 
just as evidently a pressure of ten 
| pounds to the square inch Decrease 
this surface to the dimensions of a 
heedle point and put a five pound 
blow on the needle head. The pres. 
sure to the square inch at the point ts 
tremendous. So, of course, it can be 
forced through almost anything, pro- 
vided the needle is kept from brenk- 
ing. For this purpose the cork Is sup- 
plied, which keeps the needle from 
starting to bend, having for this pur- 
pose what might be called an infinite. 
ly inclined plane or straight line. 

This phenomenon explains several 
| things of frequent occurrence, Cy- 
clones sometimes drive straws through 
trees three and four feet thick. The 
compressed air round the straw keeps 
it from bending, und the enormous 
force driving it forces it through.

INSECT RESISTANCE. 
No Such Thing as Any Animal Having 
More Than One Life. 

All animais have the power to re 
cover from injury occasioned by shock 
—from being stunned. Insects are in 
exception to this, and 
most of them possess what has been 
called tenacity of life to a remarkable 
degree. A butterfly will sail away with 
a pin through its body, an ant will go 
floundering around after being cut in 
two, and all insects will quickly re 
cover from a blow, even if such may | 
dent or break their external coverings 
In such cases the inside parts are 
mostly out of use for u short time, 
somewhat similar to the case of your 


A wasp is well armored. Its exterior 
covering is hard and almost unyield- 
ing. When it is struck a severe blow 
the soft, delicate inner parts yield to} 
the impact; the nerves and muscular 
tissues cannot operate tp unison, and 
the insect muy be said to bave beeu 
rendered unconscious as well as inca- | 
pable, for the “mind” actions depend | 
upon its entire pervous system. 

But there is vo such thing as an ani: | 
mal'’s having more than one life. When | 
dismembered, poisoued or | 
smothered beyond recovery, when its 
vital orgaus ure injured so that they 
cannot again resume their regular 
uses, an insect will die—not in appear 
ance, but really so. And this may re 
sult from the wearing out of its active 
Vital organism, which may be called 
old age, after sometimes only a few | 
days or weeks of life. Its one life bas | 
then been terminated beyond any 
dJoubt.—St. Nicholas.

GLASS AND CUTLASS 


'Pressed Ware at Times De- 
ceives Even Experts. 


A GUIDE FOR THE UNWARY. 


The Seeker After Cut Glass Is Safe In 
Purchasing “Closed In” Articles, as 
They Cannot Be Duplicated In Press- 
ed Glass—Art of the Cutter. 


Buyers for large houses are some- 
times deceived when buying cut glass 
and find they have bought what is 
commercially known as pressed glass 
instead of the genuine article 

Yet there are a few simple rules 
that will safezuard the ordinary buyer 
The chief one is to pick out 
only what the manufacture: calls 
closed in articles. By this he means 
vases, jugs, pitebers, bottles and the 
like. 

These cannot be duplicated in press- 
ed glassware, which is tirst molded in 
patterns aud the edges ground. This 
process gives It so close a resemblance 
to real cut glass thut even experts 
may be deceived 

But in the “closed in” articles some 
way is yet to be devised by which the 
pressed lines can be followed through 


the opposite side wheu put on the 
wheel to be cut, as the pressed purt 
| interferes with the workman seeing 


through the glass, which he has to do 
in order to follow the lines of the de- 
sign on the cutter 

The kind of cut glass that ts coun- 
terfeited is called open work, such as 
plates, napples or any flat article 
through which the workman can read- 
ily see when tinishing it. 

Another help in selecting cut glass 
is its weight. The genuine is made 
from pure lead glass, made chiefly in 
America, especially for cutting. This 
lead glass is very heavy. 

The first step toward cutting is to 
mark on the "“blank”’—that is, the dish 
in the clear glass—in red or other paint 
the design that has been selected for 
it. 

The most common designs are dia- 
mond shapes, stars of various points, 


| crosses and squares and other geomet- 


rical patterns. 

The desigu. must be marked on the 
glass exactly to stand the test of com- 
pass and rule. When all lines are in 
perfect uccordunce with the pattern 
and also fit the blank the “roughing” 
begins. This is cutting the heavy work, 
such as the necks of vases and bottles 
and the heavy Hnes on the stars. 

This is done on a machine called the 
“mill,” a big wooden framed affair, on 
top of which is a hopper holding about 
half a ton of Berkshire hills sand. 
This sand is the only kind in this 
country that has proved satisfactory 
for this work. 

The sand ruus down through the 
hopper, is moistened with water and 
comes out of a large steel disk, the 
edge of which is sharp. This disk is 
turned by power ata very bigh speed. 
The wet sand of the disk gives it a 
“tooth,” which when the glass is held 
against the edge of the disk cuts very 
rapldly. 

All the coarse and heavy cutting ts 
done ou this “mill.” 

The cutting Iu of the finer work be- 
gins on a mill with a stone disk re- 
sewbling an old fashioned grindstone, 
but much narrower and with a beveled 
edge. These stones come chiefly from 
Italy or Scotland. They are very bard 
and carry a keen edge a long time. 
They are used for the fine cutting al- 
together, 

There is a stone found in Nova Sco- 
tia much softer that cuts quicker and 


Is used for fluting on water bottles 
and compotes where heavy cuts are 


desired. Very often as many as fifteen 
or twenty different stones of varying 
Cegrees of hurduess are used for the 
cutting of one article. 

After the desigu has been all cut 
comes oue of the most difficult parts 
of the work, the polishing 

This is dove on the outside of the 
work with a very high speeded brush 
wheel covered with molsteued pumice 
stone powdered. This stone is lava 
thrown off by a volcano, 

Large woodem disks made to fit the 
cuts and fed with pumice and water 
are used for polishing the fine work tu 
and around the delicate tracery of the 
pattern. 

The hand of the glass cutting expert 
must be steady, strong and accurate, 
for the least mistake spoils a whole 
pattern. In the case of a fourteen 
Inch punch bow! this weans the loss of 
$50. 

Another kind of glass 
known as stone engraving 
with little stone wheels 
tools entirely by hand. ‘The designs 
are chiefly vines and flowers. They 
are not cut deep and are often mis- 
taken for pressed glass. In reality 
they are the most expensive kind of 
cut glass, the price for a single piece 
of large size and ornate decoratior 
reachlug four tigures.

At the close of the hottest fight

gent combination, and is- still 
speaker. 

It was purely a personal fight, 
as it was in the case of Speaker 
Tom Read, and proved to be a re- 
markable triumph for Cannon, for 
when the resolution of Represent- 
ative Burleson of Texas declaring 
the Speakership vacant was put to 
vote it was defeated 191 to 155.

Eugene N, Foss of Boston, the 
Democratic candidate, was elected 
in the 14th Massachusetts Con- 
gressional District on March 22, 
to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Representative Lovering 
by a majority of 5,717 over W. 
J}. Buchanan, the Republican can- 
didate, who had the earnest and 
active support of the Republican 
State Committee and Senator 
Lodge to stump the District for 
him. It was the greatest politi- 
eal overturn that this State has 
experienced for many years, and a 
severe blow to the Republican 
party in and outside of Mussa- 
chusetts. 

The 14th was the strongest Re- 
publican District in the State, 
their usual majority being about 
10,000; while in the byelection 
Just ‘Tuesday Foss won out by 
5,617, achange of 15,000 votes, 
50 percent. 

That means more than it Abe 
pears to on the face of the papers 
Other Congressmen, and even 
Gov. Draper, may possibly fall by 
the wayside next November, and 
Senator Lodge ghould lose no time 
in looking carefully after his politi- 
cal fences,

A Report covering 40 pages 
on ‘The Influence of Forests on 
Climate and on Floods” submitted 
to the U. 8S. Committee on Agri- 
culture of the National House of 
Representatives by Willis L. 
Moore, L.L. D., Se. D., Chief 
of the U., S. Weather Bureau, 
gives the results of his investiga- 
tions which are summed up in 9 
“Oonclusions,” all but four of 
which have a direct bearing on 
the question of the influence of 
forests on waters flowing through 
them, the others treating of fresh- 


ets (floods) and drouths. The 
remaining 5 conclusions reached 


by Professor Moore concerning 
the waterflow, about which there 
has been so much controversy of 
late, are as follows, and seem to 
settle the vexed question once for 
all against the theorists: 

Precitapition controls foresta- 
tion, but forestation has little or 
no effect upon precipitation. 

During the period of accurate 
observations, the amount of pre- 
cipitation has not increased or de- 
creased to an extent worthy of 
consideration, 

The run-off of our rivers is not 
naterially affected by any other 
factor than the precipitation. 

The high waters are not higher, 


and the low waters are not lower 
than formerly. In fact, there ap- 
pears to be a tendency in late 


yours toward a slightly better low- 
water flow in summer, 

Floods are not of greater fre- 
quency and longer duration than 
formerly.

MAKING ICE, 


The Process Is Simple, Though It Puz- 
zled the Negro.

“Well, in the first place, they bave 
a tank of ammonia, to which a small 
amount of heat is upplied. It does pot 
take much heat to convert the am 
monia into vapor, ahd even that heat 
is used up in causing the liquid to ex- 
pand into a gas, or become latent, as 
it is called, so that the temperature 
is not materially affected 

“Now, suppose the ammouin gus o¢ 
cupies a hundred times as much space 
as the liquid. It is evident that the 
liquid contains a certain amount of 
heat, which is afterward distributed 
over a hundred times the space first 
occupied. A cubic foot of the liquid 
becomes a hundred cubie feet of gus, 
and it is plain that a cubie foot of 
gas will contain only one-hundredth 
part of the heat originally in a cubic 
foot of liquid; bhenee the gas is much 
eolder than the liquid 

“Now, this gas or vapor is allowed to 
flow through pipes covered with salt 
water, which becomes extremely cold, 
but does not freeze, owing to the pres- 
ence of salt. The fresh water desired 
to be frozen Is put into large metal 
vans and placed in the cold salt water 
and allowed to freeze. 

“There is nothing mysterious about 
the process, It is, in fact, very simple. 

Do you 
understand my explanation?"

Surround our earth with an unbro- 
ken shell of clouds and what wuld be- 
tome of all our clocks and chronom- 
eters? Not a ship could safely cross 
the sea; not a railroad would be able 
to run its trains without a series of 
frightful wrecks. In a few weeks 
every clock and watch would be hope- 
lessly wrong and all exact timekeep- 
ing would cease, 

Probably there are few who stop to 
think of the way in which our every- 
day life depends upon astronomical 
observations, Our great primary time- 
keeper is the earth rotating on its 
axis. If we could not see the sun 
and stars because of clouds we should 
not know that the earth rotates and 
there would be no standard to which 
we could refer our timepieces and by 
which we could correct them, In fact, 
we should probably have no time- 
pieces. 

There could be no hours and min- 
utes, for they are exact divisions of 
an ideal day based upon celestial ob- 
servations which would be impossible 
to us. 

They could not be based upon clocks 
or other mechanical devices, because 
the most exquisite chronometer that 
can be constructed will not keep time 
indefinitely and must be continually 
corrected by means of observations of 
the stars made in the observatories. 

There could be no accurate maps of 
countries or charts of the seas, for 
such maps and charts can be made 
only by the aid of astronomical obser- 
vations, 

There could be no“parallels of lati- 
tude or meridians of longitude, for 
they, too, are based on celestial ob- 
servations which would be impossible 
to us. 

We should not know with any cer- 
tainty where we were upon the earth. 
We could not measure the distance 
from New York to London nor from 
New York to San Francisco, 

Poetical minds, moved by the spec- 
tacle of Venus in her glory, have 
drawn brilliant pictures of the delights 
of life in that radiant world, but there 
{s another side to the question of 
which we may well think as we gaze 
admiringly upon her electric splen- 
dor.—Garrett P. Serviss in New York

The “Arabian Nights.” 

The collection of tales called the 
“Thousand and One Nights,” or the 
“Arabian Nights,” is of unknown date 
and authorship. It was first made 
known in Europe about the end of the 
seventeenth century by Antoine Gal- 
land, who was employed by Colbert to 
collect manuscripts in the east. The 
copy of the Arabie manuscript brought 
by Galland from Syria contained a 
marginal note dated 1584, and from in- 
ternal evidence the middle of the fif- 
teenth century has been fixed upon as 
the probable period of the composition 
of the work. Some of the tales were 
evidently borrowed by the writer from 
other authors, and Von Hammer iden- 
tifles at least the plot and some of the 
stories of the “Arabian Nights” with 
an earlier collection in Persian called 
the “Thousand Fanciful Stories.” 

April Fooling. 

The origin of the custom of April 
fooling cannot be traced with any de- 
gree of certainty, In the literature of 
the last ceutury there are found many 
references to it, and yet beyond that 
it is scarcely possible to go. One sug- 
gestion is that the custom of playing 
tricks on the first day of April was de- 
rived from some ancient pagan cus 
tom, such as the Hull festival among 
the Hindoos or the Roman feast of the 
fools. One fact, however, we do know, 
and that is that the practice prevails 
in many countries under varjous 
names which would seem to Indicate 
that it dates away back to the early 
history of the race.—Brooklyn Eagle.

Toxt of the Lesson, Mark xvi, 1-8. 
Memory Verses, 6, 7—Golden Text, 
Rev. i, 18—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns, 


Having the option of a review ora 
tesurrection we choose the 
Easter lesson, as there Is nothing so 
grand as Ilis resurrection, by which 
He was declared to be the Son of God, 
with power and without which preach. 
Ing and faith are vain and no one ever 
has been or can be saved. The resur- 
rection, however, must include all of 
His earthly life that preceded His 
death, Tis life as the Son of Mary, 
the seed of David according to the 
flesh, Matt. i gives the royal line of 
David's descendants through Solomon 
to Joseph, who became the husband 
of Mary, while Luke Hl gives David's 
descendants through Nathan to Hell, 
whose son-in-law Joseph became by 
his marriage to Mary, and thus Jesus 
became heir to David's throne. 

The quarter's lessons might be out- 
Mned as, first, the genenlogy and birth 
of the King; second, the visit of the 


lesson, 


Magi and the filght of Joseph and 
Mary to Egypt and their return to 
Nazareth; third, the herald of the 


King and the declaration of the Father 
concerning Him; fourth, the King's 
victory over the great adversary, His 
testimony and the calling of some dls- 
ciples; fifth to seventh, the laws of 
the kingdom; eighth and ninth, some 
samples of the nature of the kingdom, 

Now, as the kingdom was postponed 
by the rejection and murder of the 
King we in this age must know the 
power of His resurrection if we would 
walk worthy of Him and manifest His 
life In these mortal bodies, The res- 
urrection of the Messiah was plainly 


foretold in I's, xvi and xxii, Isa, lili 
and elsewhere. It was wondrously 
foreshown in Isane being given back 


to Abraham from the dend in a figure 
(Heb. xf, 17-19). In His teaching the 
Lord Jesus Himself many times spoke 
plainly of His death and resurrection, 
and the great truth of Christianity ts 
that we have at the right hand of the 
Father in heaven a risen living Christ, 
truly a Man and truly God, in whom 
alone is salvation, the only Judge of 
all mankind and the only One who can 
set up a kingdom of righteousness on 
the earth. 

The most horrible thing that ever 
happened on this earth and that which 
shows the desperately wicked nature 
of the human heart was the cruel mur- 
der of the Son of God, but God raised 
Him from the dead and gave Him 
glory and will yet give Him dominion 
over all the earth, and His redeemed 
shall share the kingdom with Him, 

His disciples never received His 
words that He was to be crucified and 
rise from the dead the third day (Matt. 
xx, 17-19), but some of His enemies 
remembered them (Matt. xxvil, 62, 63). 
His mother and some of the other wo- 
men who ministered to Him remained 
by His cross to the last, and some of 
them after His body was buried re- 
turned and prepared spices and oint- 
ments and rested the Sabbath day ac- 
cording to the commandment, intend- 
ing on the first day to bring the spices 
and anoint His body (Luke xxiii, 55, 
56; xxiv, 1). When they come to the 
tomb on the first day morning early 
they find the stone rolled away; they 
see an angel, who tells them that He 
is risen and that they must go quickly 
and tell His disciples. When Mary 
Magdalene saw the stone rolled away 
she ran to tell Peter and John, who 
ran to the sepulcher and saw for them- 
selves and returned, but Mary remain- 
ed near the sepulcher, weeping, till 
Jesus Himself, whom she thought at 
first to be the gardener, spoke to her 
and called her by name. When she 
and the other women told the discl- 
ples-that Iie was risen from the dead 
they believed not, and some thought It 
an idle tale (verses 11, 18, 14; Luke 
xxiv, 11), giving Him oceasion to up- 


braid them with their unbelief and 
hardness of heart. Many who now are 
told that the same Jesus is coming 


again think it an idle tale and believe 
not, not knowing the Scriptures nor 
the power of God and perhaps forget- 
ting that Jesus said, “O fools and slow 
of heart to believe all that the proph- 
ets have spoken" (Luke xxiv, 25). The 
angels belleve and desire to look more 
fully into these things (verses 5-7; 1 
Pet. 1, 12). Dr, Scofield gives in the 


margin of verse 6 this rendering: 
“Jesus ye seck—the Nazarene, the ecru- 
cified. Te arose. He is not here.” 


He also gives In his notes on Matt. 
xxviii the order of the events of that 
morning and also the order of the dif 
ferent appearances during those forty 
days, Note in verse 7 of our lesson 
how Peter is mentioned by name, the 
true disciple who had treated Him the 
worst, denying with oaths that he 
knew Him, How true it is that weak- 
est lambs have largest share of this 
tender Shepherd's care! However weak 
and unworthy you may be, remember 
that “having loved His own He loved 
them unto the end’’ (John xill, 1). 

A mere knowledge of the facts of 
His life and death and resurrection 
will benefit us nothing unless, know- 
Ing these things, we truly receive Him 
fis our own personal Saviour and place 
our whole trust as lost people in the 
efficacy of His great saerifice., Then 
the joy of being redeemed will lead 
us to obey with gladness His com 
mand in verse 15, counting upon a ful 
fillment of verse 20, Our dally life 
will be “serving the living and true 
God" and our attitude “waillng for His 
Son from heaven" (1 Thess, |, 9, 10).
